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LUSD trustees okay 
$18 million budget

With presumed citizen backing, Lom­ 
poc Unified School District trustees 
yesterday adopted an $18.4 million 
general budget for the 1977-78 school 
year. 
The school board held a public hearing 
on the budget, but nobody came to be 
heard 
Board President Barbara Berg said 
she was not surprised at the lack of tur­ 
nout and that it apparently indicated 
public satisfaction with the work of dis­ 
trict administration and trustees. 
A lone audience member — besides 
reporters — was Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation (LEA) President Ruth Hadley. 
Due to news of increased district as­ 
sessed valuation, the board approved a 
three cent reduction of the general pur­ 
pose tax rate — from $3.93 to $3.90. The 
total tax rate for next year, however. 


will be $4.91, one cent higher than for 
1976- 77, due to a higher bond repayment 
tax. 
Not counting one-time money carried 
over from previous years, the budget has 
a $550,000 deficit. The district had added 
$638,000 to a contingency account to pay 
for compensation increases and other 
arising expenses. 
The district still awaits word from the 
state legislature on how much to expect 
in additional state aid. Current district 
estim ates range from $300,000 to 
$500,000. It is also possible that the dis­ 
trict will 
receive additional federal 
funds. 
In other business, the board: 
— Agreed to meet August 30 in late 
afternoon to approve a tentative agree­ 
ment reached in recent negotiations 
between the district and the LEA, 
teacher bargaining agent. The approval 
will be “contingent upon ratification of 
Teachers get 
6.25% raise

A 6.25 per cent total increase in salary 
and fringe benefits has been negotiated 
for teachers by the Lompoc Unified 
School District and the Lompoc Educa­ 
tion Association (LEA), according to a 
reliable source close to recent collective 
bargaining talks. 


D istrict Superintendent Clarence 
Bloom. LEA President Ruth Hadley and 
school board m em bers contacted 
declined to comment on the disclosure. 


It could not be immediately deter­ 
mined how much of this figure pertained 
to sMifarrr and how m u ch to frin ge 
benefits. Last year teachers received a 
four per cent salary increase and a 2.02 
increase in fringe benefits. 
School administrators and the LEA 
met recently for five weeks in collective 
bargaining on a district-teacher con­ 
tract. They reached agreement July 24 
on a two-year contract, but left open the 


opportunity for teachers to bargain again 
next year on salary and fringe benefits. 
The LEA — elected in May as Lompoc 
district teachers’ first exclusive bargain­ 
ing agent — has announced plans to pre­ 
sent teachers with details of the contract 
on August 30. a week before school 
starts During a 1 to 5 p m. meeting at 
the Civic Auditorium, teachers will also 
be asked that day to vote on ratification 
of the agreement. 
The school board last night decided 
also to meet on August 30 — following 
the teachers' meeting — to approve the 
proposed agreem ent. The contract 
becomes final and binding once teachers 
ratify and the board approve» It. 
Funds to institute the increase in 
salary and fringe benefits can be drawn 
from a district contingency fund of 
$638,000. largely set up for this purpose. 
Last year the publication budget in­ 
cluded similar contingency funds, which 
paid for later-approved salary and fringe 
benefit increases 
Alien proposal not 
adequate, say critics 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter wants to give legal status to 
millions of illegal aliens so they may re­ 
main in the United States lawfully. But 
his idea is already under criticism for 
not doing enough. 
“We’re giving them legal status,” said 
Attorney General Griffin Bell Thursday. 
“They’re now illegal. TTiey can be ex­ 
ploited. they must live in fear they’re go­ 
ing to be apprehended, they’re hiding 
out We’re saying to them, ‘come out and 
register and you’ll have a legal status in 
this country.’” 


Under the plan, aliens who entered 
between 1970 and 1977 could get tem­ 
porary, five-year work permits, and 
those here before 1970 could start on a 
route that would take them to full 
citizenship. 
Bell told a news briefing “no one today 
in America” knows how many illegal 


aliens are in this country. He said he had 
heard a range of 6 million to 12 million 
“ In the last seven years,” Carter said 
in a seven-page message to Congress, 
“millions of undocumented aliens have 
illegally immigrated to the United 
States. They have breached our nation’s 
immigration 
laws, displaced 
many 
American citizens from jobs and placed 
an increased financial burden on many 
states and local governments.” 
Carter said the purpose of granting a 
temporary work permit was to allow 
information to be gathered about their 
number, location, fam ily size and 
economic situation 
Their ultimate 
future would be decided later. 
Rep. Edward R. Roybal, D-Calif., 
chairman of the Hispanic congressional 
caucus, charged, however, that “the 
worst” part of the proposal was the por­ 
tion dealing with those who would get a 
work permit. 


Hospital district seeks way 
o relieve operation deficit

Lompoc Hospital District completed 
the 1976-’77 fiscal year in the black, but 
the board of directors plans to in­ 
vestigate ways to ease a $136,700 
operating deficit incurred by the Con­ 
valescent Care Center (CCC). 
The Lompoc acute hospital also 
operated at a deficit — $82,800 — last 
fiscal year, directors observed last 
night. 
But over $230,000 in other 
revenue, largely taxes, absorbed this 
deficit as well as that of the CCC. 
District ledgers indicate a total sur­ 
plus for the year of about $13,000 
Hospital director Barry Coughlin, 
M D., asked that a board committee be 
appointed to interview CCC personnel 
and study ways to keep expenses there in 
line with income. 
In good news for the district, Hospital 
Administrator William Diebner reported 
that estimations of a 14 per cent increase 
in local assessed valuation would mean 
additional revenue for the hospital, an in­ 
crease from about $180,000 to $200,000. 
Also last night, the board: 
— Decided to study further the 
proposal by a hospital consulting firm to 
prepare a master plan for Lompoc dis­ 
trict. 


Director Ray Down suggested that the 
district could study its own needs to 
prepare such a master plan. “We’d be 
paying them (the consultants) $10,000 to 
ask us questions,” he said. 
— Approved a renewal of malpractice 
insurance to cover themselves in case 
they are sued for “errors and omis­ 
sions.” The board could not be sued for 
medical malpractice, attorney Michael 
Palmer explained, but could be sued for 
“bad judgment,” such as allowing a cer­ 
tain doctor onto the staff. 


The directors approved the three-year 
policy at a cost of $5,100. 
The policy 
provides coverage of up to $1 million for 
the board as a whole. 
— Authorized the expenditure of up to 
$10,000 for an actuarial study and hiring 
of other consultants to determine how 
much the district should set aside each 
month in a self-insurance fund. 
The board has been depositing $6,000 a 
month into such a fund for almost a year 
when it stopped paying for malpractice 
insurance, the rates of which are up to 
$180,000 a year, attorney Palmer said. 
Under new federal regulations, the 
hospital could be reimbursed for part of 
the self-insurance fund, but it would also 
relinquish control of the money. 


the contract by the bargaining unit 
members, (teachers)” scheduled to 
meet from 1 to 5 p.m. that day in the 
Civic Auditorium. 
The board also agreed to meet later 
that evening at the Royal Coach 
restaurant for dinner with the Lompoc 
City Council.

Board members noted that either the 
consultant guessed poorly on the job 
costs — missing by 50 per cent — or 
Nadar’s bid was unreasonable. 
In rejecting the bid. the only one 
received, and advertising again for bids, 
the district was playing a sort of “Rus­ 
sian roulette,” board member Jack 
Helman noted. 
They were gambling on receiving a 
lower bid. it was observed, but might be 
stuck with an even higher one. The dis­ 
trict hopes to complete the repairs 
before the filtering problems present a 
health hazard and without having to 
seriously disrupt swimming classes and 
water polo team use of the pool. 
— Approved 3-2 an employe mileage 
allowance increase from 12 cents to 15 
cents. Board members Karl Braun and 
Robert Coe opposed granting the in­ 
crease at least at this time. No figures 
were available, but the increase was es­ 
timated to cost the district about $10,000 
Stock seller 
denies B1 
information 


W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I ) - The 
chairman of Rockwell International said 
today he sold one-sixth of his direct 
holdings in his company without knowing 
President Carter would kill the firm’s B1 
bomber 10 days later. 
“I wish the hell I had. I would have 
sold more sto ck ,” said Rockwell 
chairman Willard F. Rockwell Jr. in a 
telephone interview from Los Angeles 
where he is attending a board meeting 
“I don’t think anybody except the 
President himself had that decision until 
the night before,” he said. 
Rockwell sold 32,600 shares at prices 
of about $36 a share on June 20 On the 
same day, Rockwell general counsel 
John J Roscia also sold one-sixth of his 
holdings — 2,000 shares for about $36.25 
per share. 
A company spokesman said the sales 
were ethical, but there were quick calls 
in Congress today for an investigation. 
Rockwell was scheduled to build the 
controversial B1 until Carter made the 
tightly guarded announcement June 30 
that he was ending production 
The cutoff shocked many, including 
key members of Congress who had 
predicted Carter would either continue 
the program in full or cut production 
only slightly. 
R ockw ell Chairm an W illard F. 
Rockwell Jr. and general counsel John J. 
Roscia reported the sales — about one- 
sixth of their stock in Rockwell — to the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Rex Granum today told UPI “absolutely 
not,” when asked if Carter had any con­ 
tacts with Rockwell officials during his 
B1 deliberations. 
It is a violation of federal law for a cor­ 
porate official to benefit from informa­ 
tion not known to the public. 
Rockwell president Robert Anderson 
reported the sale of 5,000 shares for 
$166,000 — one-sixth of his holdings — a 
few weeks earlier. 
W illard R o ck w ell, R oscia and 
Anderson could not be reached in 
t e le p h o n e 
c a l l s 
to c o r p o r a te 
headquarters in Pittsburgh. Two com­ 
pany spokesmen said the officers were 
en route to a directors meeting today in 
California. 
A Rockwell spokesman in Los Angeles 
said the stock sales were ethical. 
“The stock sales referred to were 
made by the executives concerned as 
part of their own personal investment 
planning program,” said Earl Blount, 
adding that while they were selling stock 
other executives were buying it. 
"Insofar as the company’s savings 
plan is concerned, purchase decisions 
are routinely made by the trustee for the 
plan who acts independently and without 
consultation with the company,” he said. 
It is a violation of federal securities 
law for a principal corporate officer to 
benefit from information not known to 
the general public. Officials of the SEC, 
which oversees public corporations, 
declined to comment on the Rockwell 
transactions

Sewer plant manager 
reports improvements

The general manager of Lompoc 
Utility Services Co., Thursday, conceded 
his company was responsible for a 
mosquito infestation problem that led to 
a crackdown by health agencies. 
At the same time. James Smitherman 
declared: “We’re doing everything in 
our power to correct the problem.” He 
said the company treatment ponds at 
Rucker and McLaughlin roads had been 
sprayed with the appropriate chemicals 
and added, “We’re on the road to clean­ 
ing it up forever.” 
Statements by Gregg Clark, supervis­ 
ing sanitarian of the environmental 
health division of the health department, 
tended to confirm Smitherman’s claim 
of progress in trying to correct the 
mosquito problem. 
He told the Record Thursday that 
“significant improvements” had been 
noted at the pond site during an inspec­ 
tion earlier in the day. 
The company 
provides sewer service for about 800 
homes and businesses in Mission Hills. 
Dr. Lawrence Hart, the county’s direc­ 
tor of health care services, issued an 
order Thursday setting a deadline of 
Monday noon for compliance with an 
abatement of the mosquito problem. He 
confirmed that his staff had isolated the 
Culex tarsalis mosquito, which is a 
known carrier of encephalitis, but said 
there was no evidence that the mosquitos 
were actually contaminated with the dis­ 


ea se. 
Hart said his action was 
precautionary in the interest of public 
health. 
A document released today by the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board 
outlines the chronology of events beginn­ 
ing with a telephone call from Santa Bar­ 
bara County Health Department to the 
board on June 23 
A letter from the county dated July 28, 
notes that, in the words of the state 
board, “that several citizen complaints 
and staff inspections document a health 
problem at the facility at Rucker and 
McLaughlin roads.” “Wastewater ponds 
are reportedly overgrown with weeds 
and infested with mosquito larvae,” the 
board’s report added. 
An inspection by a regional board of­ 
ficial on July 28 “affirms mosquito in­ 
festation continues to create, or 
threatens to create a condition of 
nuisance.” 
The board’s executive officer, Ken 
Jones issued an order on Aug. 3 ordering 
the cleanup by Aug. 8 und declaring that 
if the company fails to comply the mat­ 
ter would be turned over to the attorney 
general or to the district attorney. 
During the critical period, one com­ 
plainant told of being bitten by a 
mosquito and that her arm had swollen 
more than normal. Other complainants 
told of unusual clouds of mosquitos 
A 
farmer complained that mosquitos were 
drawn into the engine of a farm imple­ 
ment, clogging the air intake.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Attorney 
General Griffin Bell has told the cabinet 
his staff is investigating 110 present and 
former members of Congress in connec­ 
tion with a South Korean influence- 
buying scheme, it was reported today. 
Scripps-Howard News Service said 
Bell briefed the cabinet July 25 on the 
Justice Department investigation, tell­ 
ing top administration officials the in­ 
vestigation is more wide-reaching than 
department officials have suggested 
publicly. 
Earlier reports said as many as 115 
present and former lawmakers might be 
involved, but Bell indicated strongly in 
public statements he had no evidence the 


Korean scandal was widespread 
There was no indication how many of 
the 110 Bell may feel are vulnerable to 
criminal charges, and how many may be 
guilty of simply violating House ethics 
rules, Scripps-Howard reported. 
It was learned Thursday that the 
Justice Department has agreed to give 
the House Ethics Committee documents 
naming about 20 present or former con­ 
gressmen and other government officials 
suspected of accepting cash from 
Koreans. 
Scripps-Howard said today that list 
was reported to include the name of one 
influential m em ber of the Nixon 
administration 


Jobless 
rate 
decreases 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unemploy­ 
ment again dipped to 6.9 per cent in July, 
returning to its lowest level since the na­ 
tion began to recover from the recent 
recession, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
But employment failed to increase for 
the first time in nine months and the 
total number of available workers ac­ 
tually declined in July. Officials dismis­ 
sed these developments as the result of a 
“quirk.” 
Unemployment 
essentially has been 
hovering around 7 per cent for the past 
four months As a result of the 0.2 per 
cent decline in July, joblessness 
returned to a post-recession low es­ 
tablished in May. 
Prior to May, the jobless rate had not 
been as low as 6.9 per cent since 
November. 1974. when the recession was 
just beginning to heat up. Unem­ 
ployment peaked at 9 per cent in 1975 and 
8 per cent in 1976. 
President Carter’s economic advisers 
anticipate only a small improvement in 
unemployment during 1977. possibly fall­ 
ing no lower than 6 5 per cent by the end 
of the year. 
July’s 220,000 decline in the number of 
unemployed Americans occurred almost 
exclusively among teen-agers and adult 
wom en 
The job less rate among 
teen-agers fell to 17.4 per cent, the 
lowest point since the early recession 
days of October. 1974 
Total em ploym ent held virtually 
steady at 90 6 million persons in July, 
ending a steady, eight-month increase 
that has taken it to record high levels. 
Some 255,000 were nonetheless added in 
the non-farm sector, most of them in ser­ 
vice industries. 


Approval of 
energy plan 
anticipated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - D espite 
rejection of any new tax on gasoline and 
some watering down of other provisions, 
the House appeared ready today to pass 
energy legislation much in line with 
President Carter’s recommendations. 
After working long hours all week, the 
House set one more day of work on the 
bill before leaving tonight on a month­ 
long summer recess. 
The Senate is expected to dig into the 
Carter program after the recess, and the 
Senate Finance Committee has sche­ 
duled some hearings during the recess to 
expedite the bill. 
House leaders managed fairly well to 
hold the bill intact except for a dis­ 
astrous defeat on their proposal — en­ 
dorsed by Carter — to increase the tax 
on gasoline by 5 cents a gallon. 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill, Democratic 
Leader Jim Wright and others lobbied 
hard, but the House first defeated the 5- 
cent increase 339 to 82. then defeated a 4- 
cent increase 370 to 52

The Board of Supervisors, 
acting as the county Water 
Agency, may attem pt Monday 
to continue the stalled study of 
th e S a n ta M a ria V a lle y 
Groundw ater Pilot Project, 
which is sponsored by the State 
Water Resources Control Board 
(SWRCB). 
Phase I of groundwater pollu­ 
tion was done during 1974-75, 
but because of “ lack of local 
support” SWRCB has stopped 
Phase II. which would for­

groundwater management in 
the Santa Maria Valley. 
W ater A gency E ngineer- 
Manager Charles Lawrance is 
requesting that the supervisors 
— as the Water Agency — ap­ 
prove a letter to SWRCB signed 
by chairman Robert Hedlund 
that would convince them to go 
a h e ad w ith P h a s e II by 
allocating $10.000 from the 
Water Agency’s budget, plus a 
like amount "in direct and in­ 
direct services” and try to get 
local agencies "having a stake 
in the groundwater basin’s long- 
range integrity” to contribute 
money also 
Hedlund further suggests in 
the proposed letter that the 
Lompoc basin would be a likely 
candidate for the study as a 
substitute for the Santa Maria 
basin. 
According to Lawrance, the 
SWRCB had “ a change of 
h e a rt” in proceeding w ith 
Phase II because they had no 
commitment from local agen­ 
cies at a June 1 workshop. 
Lawrance feels there "is too 
much at stake for the Water 
Agency not to make the first 
move” and offer financial sup­ 
port in order to get the study 
continued 
Law rance n o tes that the 
federal Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency has agreed to con­ 
tribute over $100.000 to the ex­ 
pected 2 4 -y ear study along 
with SWRCB’s funds Lawrance 
says the study “ might serve as 
a prototype for application to 
other groundwater basins” as it 
would study reduction of pollu- 
tio n 
th r o u g h 
im p ro v e d 
agricultural management. 
Hedlund, in his letter, also 
emphasizes the importance of 
the study because of "a n 
adverse salt balance as well as 
a potential for seawater in­ 
trusion” plus long-range trends 
in mineralization in the basin. 
"In view of the fact that 
groundwater supplies currently 
furnish approximately 85 per 
cent of the w ater needs of our 
entire county," Hedlund says in 
the proposed letter, “ we are 
most sym pathetic and suppor­ 
tiv e in p rin c ip le of any 
r e a s o n a b le s tu d i e s a n d 
programs designed to enhance 
the long-range viability of 
groundwater basins.”

Big Sur fires merge to form 
worst of California blazes 


United Press International 
Two huge fires have merged 
in the scenic Big Sur wilderness 
of central C alifornia and 
blackened 48,000 acres of brush 
and timber, the worst of over 
400 fires caused by freak lightn­ 
ing storms in the state 
National Guard units were 
activated to help supply trucks, 
planes and manpower at the 
site of the larger fire, burning 
in the Ventana Wilderness area 


of the Los Padres National 
Forest. 
“The fire is out of control and 
real hot,” said Kathy Ross, in­ 
formation officer for the U.S. 
Forest Service She said a fire, 
which burned 18,000 acres on 
one side of the picturesque 
resort and 12,000 acres on the 
other, had merged and spread. 
Lightning storm s started 
scores of fires that had burned 
80,000 to 90,000 acres of brush 


and timberland in northern and 
central California by Thursday 
night. Firefighting units were 
pushed to their lim its and 
the Forestry Service said they 
were ‘‘running out of people” 
for the fire lines. 
Crews were being brought in 
to help fight the fires from 
neighboring states. 


More than 100 other wildfires, 
most of them also lightning 
caused, were reported burning 
in Oregon, Washington. Alaska 
and Colorado. 


In C alifornia’s Monterey 
County, all national forest land 
was closed to the public Thurs­ 
day because of the extreme fire 
danger. 


National Guard units were 
driving firefighters to the scene 
of the Big Sur blaze and were 
providing hot meals, medical 
care and shower facilities, a 
spokesman said 


Another fire in Sequoia 
National Park had burned 
3,600 acres, and 3,200 acres had 
burned near Burney Falls State 
Park near the Modoc National 
Forest. 


A 1,000-acre tim ber fire 
burned out of control six miles 
northeast of Susanville in Las­ 
sen County A Department of 
Forestry spokesman said only 
65 persons were available to 
fight the fast-m oving fire, 
which was started by lightning 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
but 
sm oldered until Thursday. 
Thirty-eight other fires also 
were reported in the area.

defrosted a baby mammoth dis­ 
covered recently in Siberia and 
said the "minutest details” of 
the animal had been preserved 
"The mammoth has pre­ 
served well, despite 10,000 
years in the earth,” the Tass 
news agency said Thursday 
‘‘One can see the minutest 
details of the structure of its 
head, trunk, legs and pattern of 
its skin.” 
Professor Nikolai Verescha­ 
gin said a special commission 
has drawn up a detailed plan for 
studying the baby mammoth, 
and will share its findings with 
foreign scientists 
Tass said scientists will study 
the mammoth for at least six 
months, examining its cells, 
protein and blood 
The m am m oth was un­ 
covered recently by a gold 
prospector in Siberia.

A state 
grand jury refused to indict a 
third suspect, 21-year-old Wil­ 
liam J Freeman, a cook and 
baker, on grounds of insufficent 
evidence 


Wertz, who had been held 
without bail pending the results 
of a psychiatric examination, 
fired his two public defender at­ 
torneys at the arraignment and 
asked Superior Court Judge 
Gerald Vanhoomissen if Joe 
Vogler, a local ultra-conserva­ 
tive political activist trained in 
the law but unlicensed, could sit 
beside him in the courtroom. 
The judge said it might be pos­ 
sible. 


Wertz said he preferred to de­ 
fend himself because "God is 
on my side.” When the judge 
responded. "He’s not admitted 
to the bar of this state,” Wertz 
retorted. "He’s in this cour­ 
troom.” 


The judge set bail for Wertz 
at $100,000, saying he had not 
yet seen the psychiatric report. 
Bail was also set at $100,000 for 
Drum 


Wertz told the court he was a 
high school graduate whose 
knowledge of courtroom proce­ 
dure cam e from watching 
television 


Vogler 
recently collected 
20,000 signatures on a petition 
for independence for Alaska 
and once ran for governor as an 
in d e p e n d e n t. He is now 
collecting funds to bring suit 
against the federal government 
for allegedly breaching the 
statehood act. 
Wertz said he had not yet 
asked Vogler whether he would 
act as his legal adviser 


Wertz also complained that

Judge Vanhoomissen said he 
would consider those questions 
only pursuant to proper court 
rules and procedures. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto says 
evicting aged tenants from the 
rundown 
International 
Hotel 
was the worst task he ever had. 
"It was the most distasteful 
job I’ve had since I’ve been in 
office," Hongisto said Thursday 
following an eviction witnessed 
by thousands of demonstrators. 
The sheriff, who served five 
days in jail last spring for 
failure to enforce the eviction 
order, said he was the first of­ 
ficer inside the three-story red 
brick building in the pre-dawn 
assault. 
He used a sledgehammer to 
knock down some of the doors 
to tenants’ rooms, where he 
said he found some of the elder­ 
ly Asians crying. 
“They didn’t want to leave,” 
said Hongisto. “They were be­ 
ing uprooted. They didn’t want 
to leave.” 
One 
d em o n stra to r w as 
charged with resisting arrest 
and interfering with an officer. 
Five persons were treated at a 
hospital for minor injuries, and 
another dozen were treated by 
volunteer medics. 
The court-ordered eviction, 
made Thursday by 360 police 
and sheriff’s deputies, climax­ 
ed a nine-year court battle by 
owners who wanted to evict the 
45 residents and tear down the 
building. The tenants’ effort to 
keep their homes was turned 
down by the California Su­ 
preme Court. 
Hundreds of officers in riot 
gear stormed the hotel on the 
edge of Chinatown several 
times during the 2^ hour opera- 
tio n ,

m o u n ted 
patrolmen swinging clubs as 
they tried to break through. 
They were repulsed four 
times by the demonstrators — 
locked arm-in-arm and four 
deep — who then stood aside to 
avoid further injuries. More 
demonstrators clogged the lob­ 
by and hallways and officers 
had to carry each one outside 
The International Hotel at­ 
tracted support from many 
local groups protesting rapid 
development of San Francisco’s 
downtown area at the expense 
of low-income housing. The 
owners of the building, Four 
Seas Investment Co. of Bang­ 
kok, have not said why they 
want to tear down the building, 
although an office building or 
parking lot have been men­

Tested device 
not debated 
neutron bomb 


MERCURY, Nev 
(UPI) - 
The fourth U.S. underground 
nuclear test of the year was 
detonated Thursday, but the 
blast was apparently not a test 
of the controversial neutron 
bomb, which has been tested 
here in the past. 
Code named “strake,” the 
nuclear device was exploded at 
9:40 a m PDT at the bottom of 
a shaft 1,700 feet deep in the 
desert at the Nuclear Test Site. 
It was the 303rd underground 
nuclear test at the site since 
testing in the atmosphere was 
outlawed by a treaty with Rus­ 
sia 14 years ago. 
The shock waves were felt sl­ 
ightly in Las Vegas, 70 miles to 
the south. 
The Energy Research and 
Development 
Administration 
said no radiation escaped into 
the atmosphere from the explo­ 
sion. rated at 20 to 150 kilotons 
of 
p o w e r. 
T he 
r a n g e , 
deliberately vague, runs from 
the c o m p a r itiv e ly sm a ll 
nuclear bombs, such as those 
dropped on Japan to end World 
War II. to the upper limit im­ 
posed by a treaty with Russia 
that is still awaiting Senate 
ratification , but is being 
observed in the meantime. 
But even a 20-kiloton device 
would be far more powerful 
than a neutron warhead, meant 
to be a small, precise weapon 
Neutron warheads are usually 
rated at 5 kilotons or less.

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AMMAN, Jordan (UPI) — 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
arrived in Jordan from Damas­ 
cus today, determined to con­ 
tinue h is search for the 
framework of a Middle East 
peace conference despite a set­ 
back in Syria. 
As he arrived for his talks 
with King Hussein, Vance said: 
"We are determined to con­ 
tinue the search for a consensus 
for a Geneva conference. Mid­ 
dle East peace remains at the 
top of our list of foreign policy 
priorities.” 
Thursday night, Vance’s hope 
for a preliminary meeting of 
"confrontation state” foreign 
ministers was dealt a major, 
and possibly fatal, blow by 
President Hafez Assad of Syria, 
who said he saw no benefit in 


the idea and certain risks in it 


The joint American-Egyptian 
plan called for a "working 
group” of foreign ministers to 
meet in the United States next 
month in a prelude to a full- 
scale Geneva peace conference. 
Assad said the plan ignored 
Palestinian representation in 
the peace talks 


However in Damascus, after 
Vance had left, Arab diplomatic 
sources said Assad’s rejection 
was not "an outright or final 
rejection, but rather a condi­ 
tional one.” They said he in­ 
dicated he would go along with 
the "working group” idea if 
Israel agreed to have the 
Palestine Liberational Organi­ 
zation represented at the 
projected Geneva conference. 


The future of the West Bank, 
occupied by Israel since the 
1967 war, will be the focus of 
Vance’s talks with the King of 
Jordan Vance said, however, 
that the talks will include the 
whole list of Middle East ques­ 
tions 
Under one proposal, the West 
Bank would become a Palestini­ 
an "mini-state” linked with 
Jordan Israel, however, has in­ 
sisted the area is "liberated” 
Israeli territory, belonging to 
the Jewish state by historic 
biblical right. 
As he left Syria for Amman. 
Vance told reporters he did 
"not rule out the possibility” of 
a very brief return visit to 
Damascus 
He described his 
talks with Assad as "friendly 
and useful”. 


But he said it was "too early 
at this time to draw conclu­ 
sions” from the first three 
stops on his tour. He said only 
that he had "found it useful to 
exchange views” with leaders 
in Egypt, Syria and a brief 
stopover in Lebanon on his way 
to Damascus Wednesday. 
Vance’s Jordanian visit is the 
fourth leg of his 13-day tour. 
Arab diplomatic sources said 
Assad told Vance Syria had no 
objection to preliminary talks 
in preparation for a Geneva 
conference between the Arabs 
and the Israelis without re- 
presentatioon of the PLO. 
But after meeting Vance in 
Damascus for four hours Thurs­ 
day, Assad told reporters, "I 
I see no such benefit from such a 
meeting.” 


Black doctors endorse sterilizations 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
black doctors' 
organization 
Thursday 
endorsed 
steriliza­ 
tions as a birth con trol 
measure, saying protests over 
sterilizations that were regret­ 
ted have brought on too much 
red tape. 
The House of Delegates of the 
National Medical Association, 
holding its annual meeting 
here, voted in favor of steriliza­ 
tions as a birth control method, 
and went on record in favor of a 
waiting period of 72 hours. 


In New York state the man­ 
datory waiting period, during 
which a woman can change her 
mind before undergoing the 
permanent change, is 30 days. A 
two-week waiting period has 
been proposed in California 
Three years ago the federal 
government imposed restric­ 
tions on sterilizations after 
complaints that some women, 
particularly blacks and Latins, 
felt they had been pressured 
into it without sufficient time to 
consider the consequences, and 


sometimes while they were in 
pain during childbirth and 
biased against going through it 
again 
Some states followed suit 
with stricter regulations. 
Dr Ezra Davidson, chairman 
of the association’s section on 
obstetrics and gynecology, said 
there are now too many regula­ 
tions and the delays are too 
lengthy Davidson is a medical 
professor at the Martin Luther 
King Hospital in Los Angeles. 
He said New York’s 30-day 


waiting period is "excessive" 
and interferes with the doctor- 
patient relationship, exposes 
women to the risk of becoming 
pregnant during the waiting 
period, and sometimes means 
they must pay for two hospital 
stays instead of one. 


The California proposal that a 
third party witness the consent 
offends some women because 
"it suggests the patient does 
not have the intelligence to 
decide for herself,” he said. 


Alaskan oil 
Spanish senator seeks return 
of Picasso painting from U.S. 
supply near 
Washington 


CHERRY POINT, Wash 
(UPI) — The first tanker carry­ 
ing Alaskan crude neared 
Washington waters today, cli­ 
maxing a nine-year, $9 billion 
pipe dream. 


Riding low and heavy, the 
ARCO Juneau steamed just off 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca 
between Vancouver Island and 
the United States Thursday 
night, four days after embark­ 
ing from Valdez, A laska, 
gorged with the first crude oil 
from the Alaska pipeline. 


At dawn the tanker was to 
pick up a specially-trained pilot 
at Port Angeles. Wash., to as­ 
sist Capt. Emery McGowan in 
the last 90-mile leg. a tricky 
maneuver skirting the southern 
San Juan Islands and edging 
through Rosario Strait to this 
specially constructed refinery 
north of Bellingham. Wash. 


It took 46 days from the time 
the oil was first pumped into 
the north end of the 800-mile 
tran s-A lask a 
p ip elin e at 
Prudhoe Bay until the initial 
shipload reached the lower 48 
states. 


The arrival of the Juneau 
with her 840.000 barrels of 
crude oil is the start of what ex­ 
perts estimate will be a 25-to 30- 
year run before the known 
North Slope reserves of 10 
billion barrels are exhausted 


Several other tankers are 
already steaming through the 
Gulf of Alaska with loads of oil 
from the new pipeline. 


"It's a big day for us and 
we’re excited about it,” said 
Fielding Formway, refinery 
manager for Atlantic Richfield. 
"Our plans are — when produc­ 
tion and delivery will allow it — 
to handle 100 per cent Alaskan 
North Slope oil.” 


Within hours after the tanker 
docks, pumps will suck the 
black crude into storage tanks 
and refinery personnel "should 
begin working with it by Sun­ 
day,” Formway said 


"Five or six days later, the 
finished products should be un­ 
d er w ay to m a r k e ts in 
Washington, Oregon and north­ 
ern California It will be mostly 
gasoline ” 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - A 
Basque senator says he will in­ 
troduce a resolution in parlia­ 
ment asking the Spanish 
government to open formal 
negotiations with the United 
States on returning Pablo 
Picasso’s "Guernica ” 
The painting, presently on 
loan to New York's Museum of 
Modem Art, depicts the horrors 
of a 1937 civil war air raid on 
the Basque holy city of Guer­ 
nica by Nazi planes fighting as 
part of General Francisco 
Franco’s forces. 
It is considered by many as 
Picasso’s greatest work 
TTie 
Spanish-born painter dedicated 
it to Spanish youth, but willed 
that it be given to Spain only 
after democracy has been re­ 
established 
Senator Justino Azcarate said 
Thursday he will ask the new 
Cortes (parliament) to "adopt 
a motion asking the govern­ 
ment to open negotiations at 
government level ” 
In a Senate debate earlier this 
week, Azcarate asked Culture 
Minister Pio Cabanillas to help 
secu re the return of the 
painting 
In a reply that made front­ 
page headlines around the 
country. Cabanillas said he has 


held talks with U S Ambassa­ 
dor Wells Stabler and was 
hopeful the painting would be 
handed over 
But U.S. Embassy sources 
said the question was a private 
m atter involving Spain, the 
Museum of Modern Art and 
Picasso’s heirs. 
A lawyer speaking for the 
Picasso family said in Paris 
earlier this year that the family 
did not believe that all the con­ 
ditions have been met yet. 
For one thing, it does not ap­ 
pear to be clear whether Picas­ 
so m eant that a return to 
dem ocracy also im plied a 
return to the republican form of 
government After overthrow­ 
ing the republic. Franco rein-

We waited And waited. The sun was 
going down and the good stiff breeze 
blowing was great for sailing but mis­ 
erable for docksitting. 
“ I ’m cold,” I said to Old Bogey. “ Let’s 
go and tell him he can keep his old boat.” 
But just then the broker hove (oh-ho, 
heave ho) into view. And he was carrying 
the biggest pair of pliers I ’d ever seen. 
Pretty drastic — but he broke open the 
lock on the boat and cheerfully 
welcomed us aboard. 
While Marilyn and I sat below discuss­ 
ing how long I could last on a boat with a 
flush deck before being washed over­ 
board. Tony and Don inspected from bow 
to stern. 
We liked it. It was big enough to ac­ 
company our friends on their trips but 
not too big to handle.

Our friends, the Covers, didn’t say too 
much but you could tell they thought 
we’d made a mistake not getting an 
Islander like theirs. But when they sold 
their bigger boat a year ago, guess what 
they got’’ That’s right. A Challenger 24 
just like ours only a couple of years 
newer 
So it was like old times last week when 
we all left the San Diego Yacht Club 
aboard “ Recovery ” Old Bogey shoved 
us off. jumped aboard and we were 
away. (Though I can recall old times 
when he shoved us off and almost didn’t 
make it on board!) 
“ Where do you want to sail?” they 
asked as we passed the Coast Guard Sta­ 
tion. We all looked up — and that flag 
was limp as an old rag hung out by one 
comer to dry 
To have one chance like that to sail and 
then no wind seemed the very crudest of 
fates. But even at times like that if 
there’s going to be any wind at all it will 
be out in the ocean So we headed out.

On we went, out into the fog bank so

Teen alcohol 
target of PTA 


Give a wild grizzly bear a home per- 
ment? Roller skate over a bog of 
quicksand0 Load yourself with alcohol 
and then try to drive? 
That’s just what contestants in a 
mythical show entitled “ First to Do It,” 
attempt in the National PTA’s new radio 
spots. Released in July as part of the 
organization's nationwide public service 
media campaign, the spots promote 
awareness of problems stemming from 
teen-age alcohol abuse 
The campaign consists of six 60-second 
radio spots, all using preposterously fun­ 
ny game show format to make a serious 
point, and eight black-and-white print 
ads, which focus on situations any 
adolescent might face. Target market 
for the campaign is teen-agers and pre- 
teens 
Alcohol is currently the number one 
drug of choice among young people. The 
National PTA, alarmed by the increas­ 
ing number of teen-age deaths involving 
automobiles and alcohol, and the long­ 
term destructiveness of abusive drink­ 
ing, has launched the campaign as part 
of its Alcohol Education Project, now in 
its fifth year. 
Positive in tone, the campaign is not 
against drinking itself, but rather its 
harmful aspects 
Both the radio and 
print ads suggest realistic, affirmative 
options to abusive drinking, and give 
teens credit for being able to make their 
own responsible choices about alcohol 
use. 
According to Richard Spoonster, direc­ 
tor of the PTA’s Alcohol Education 
Project: “ To our knowledge, this is the 
first such prevention campaign in the 
country to focus exclusively on teen­ 
agers, depicting typical youth alcohol- 
related situations, and offering positive 
alternatives to abusive behavior, instead 
of using the more common authoritarian 
or scare’ messages.” 
The ads have been disseminated to 
national consumer and youth-oriented 
magazines, and youth market radio sta­ 
tions for public service placement. 
Producer of the radio spots was the Dick 
Orkin and Bert Berdis agency in 
Chicago. 
Both the print and radio campaigns 
were developed by the PTA’s Alcohol 
Education Project team (Richard 
Spoonster, and Richard Bresden, art 
director). Posters produced from the 
print ads will be placed in schools and 
other locations frequented by teen-agers, 
beginning this fall. 
Since 1972, the National PTA has 
cooperated with the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism (NIAAA) 
to combat the misuse and abuse of 
alcohol by young people. With NIAAA 
funding, the PTA has awarded grants to 
selected state PTAs to plan and conduct 
community education projects.

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Successful weight control 
program is described 


A reduction in calories — and selec­ 
tions from the basic four food group 
system to provide a higher intake of 
nutrients — spelled weight control suc­ 
cess for nearly half a group of 55-year- 
old women who were studied over a 37- 
year period. 
The study, described in a recent issue 
of the Journal of the American Dietetic 
Association, began in 1935 with a group 
of women students at Iowa State Univer­ 
sity and continued by mail question­ 
naires through 1973. 
Of the 87 questionnaires returned in 
1973, nearly half of the women were at 
normal weight. Of the remaining, half 
were in the upper normal range and half 
were classed as obese. 
On admission to college — 37 years 
previously — 77 of the women were of 
normal weight; six were borderline 
obese and four fell within the obese 
range 
All of those who were obese in college 
had gained weight by 1973. Of the six 
who were borderline, three had 
remained at the same weight, two had 
lost weight, and one had become obese. 
In commenting on changes in food pat­ 
terns, many of the women said they had 
consciously made adjustments in food 
selection to reduce caloric intake. 
Those who had lost weight did not ap­ 
pear to have approached the problem in 
terms of “ going on a diet,” but rather 
had made adjustments in their regular 
eating habits which resulted in the con­ 
sumption of less fat and sugar. 
The women who were successful in 
weight control made selections from the 
four food groups (m ilk , m eats, 
vegetables and fruits, breads and 
cereals) which conistently provided 
higher and better balanced nutrient'in­ 
takes than those chosen by the others. 


Those who were losing or holding nor­ 
mal weight ate less meat, but more milk 
and cheese 
They also ate 60 per cent 
more green and yellow vegetables. And. 


although they ate about a half a slice less 
bread a day than the obese, their total in­ 
take from the breads and cereals group 
contained 50 per cent more whole grain 
products. 
All of the successful group ate a 
balanced breakfast. Of the obese, one 
ate no breakfast and three others had 
only coffee and juice or toast. 
The role of regular, balanced meals, as 
urged by the California Dietetic Associa­ 
tion to promote good nutrition, is borne 
out by the study results. 
Those who were successful in weight 
control had regular, structured meal pat­ 
terns. Those who were unsuccessful had 
less structured meal patterns and 
showed a much greater day-bv-day 
variability in food choices. 
Average caloric intakes for the entire 
group decreased by approximately 200 
per day from 18 to 36 years of age, 
remained constant through the next 
sampling period and decreased by ap­ 
proximately 450 per day at age 55

A proliferation of lot splits and development in Fredensborg Ca­ 
nyon has prompted the county Transportation Department to get 
tough and the Santa Ynez Valley Advisory Committee to request 
road plans for the area. 
A long discussion on the matter was kicked off Wednesday at the 
Planning Commission when the LoVerme and Weeks families ap­ 
pealed a condition to a denied lot split off Fredensborg Canyon 
Road that they be required to build a road for access. 
Their lot split appeal was continued to Sept. 7 to give the Tran­ 
sportation Department time to draw up a road plan and hear what 
the Board of Supervisors has to say about their proposed resolution 
that small lot splits be required to have good roads 
Presently, the LoVerme and Weeks families and others have ac­ 


cess to their houses by a private road owned by Fred Bates. A 
dedication for a road for the homes in the area is shown on maps 
curving away from the private road to Fredensborg Canyon Road, 
but does not exist. 
The LoVerme and Weeks families feel that they shouldn’t be 
required to build the road without equal share from the rest of the 
property owners, a position the planners had sympathy with, but 
none could come up with a proper solution. 
Maynard Franklin of the Transportation Department said 36 lot 
splits have occurred in recent years in the area, creating about 90 
lots and the road situation will get worse as more development oc­ 
curs Franklin passed over the suggestion that Bates should force 
the issue by fencing off his dirt road, since the matter would likely 
go to court and set neighbor against neighbor and cost money that

Foes of aid to blacks 
don't fit likely image

W A SH IN G T O N (U P 1 ) - 
Archie Bunker is getting a bum 
rap. 


Potomac Associates, a Wash­ 
ington public policy research 
organization, says in a new 
study of Americans’ social 
aspirations and concerns that 
resistance to government 
spending on behalf of blacks 
does not primarily come from 
people who fit the stereotype 
made famous on television's 
"A ll in the Fam ily.’’ 
Actually, it said, most opposi­ 
tion to programs for assisting 
blacks comes from upper- 
income people, white-collar 
workers. Westerners, small 
town residents and conser­ 
vatives 
"According to the fashionable 
view," it said, "those most op­ 
posed to government assist­ 
ance to blacks are the urban 
whites in lower-to middle- 
income groups, especially in 
blue-collar jobs — the Archie 
Bunkers of our society.” 
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Authors William Watts and 
Lloyd Free said the stereotype 
is supposed to fit "citizens who 
may feel they have been denied 
some of the special privileges 
they believe may have been ex­ 
tended to blacks" and who feel 
that because their own ethnic 
groups have "earned their way 
in American society on their 
own ... that it is now time for 
blacks to do the same."

semblyman Gary Hart, D-Santa 
Barbara, was sent to the Senate 
Thursday on a 76-0 vote with no 
opposition or debate. 
Current law provides in­ 
dividuals and corporate taxpay­ 
ers with an income tax credit of 
the lesser of $1,000 or 10 per 
cent of the acquisition and in­ 
stallation costs of solar equip­ 
ment 
H art's bill increases the 
credit for single-family dwell­ 
ings to the greater of $3,000 or 
50 per cent and for other 
buildings to the greater of 
$3,000 or 25 per cent. 
Brown endorsed the bill 
Wednesday at a display of solar 
energy equipment on the 
Capitoi lawn 


chairman, outlined to reporters 
a $782 million proposal to 
provide a 30 per cent reduction 
on state income tax next year. 
They denounced what they 
described as "overtaxation" on 
income which results in large 
budget surpluses — the kind 
that would be used to finance 
property tax relief and school 
finance currently being consid­ 
ered in conference committees 
The lawmakers said overtax­ 
ation has resulted from cost of 
living increases which push tax­ 
payers into higher tax brackets. 
"W e think that the only way 
we can accomplish permanent 
tax reduction is to limit govern­ 
ment spending and the amount 
of revenues availab le for 
government, which is what 
some of us have been trying to 
do for years," they said 
But Assembly Republican 
leader Paul Priolo predicted 
Democrats will "shoot down" 
the plan and said the best ap­ 
proach to tax reform is an in­ 


itiative to limit state and local 
spending. 
“ I don’t want to sound 
negative about a colleague’s 
plan, but there’s no way it’s go­ 
ing to go anywhere,” Priolo 
told a reporter. 
Under the Senate Republican 
proposal, single persons would 
be limited to a tax credit of $150 
and married couples filing 
jointly would be limited to $300. 


Deukmejian and Carpenter 
said their plan would result in 
homeowner and renter tax 
relief since income taxpayers 
are also renters and homeow­ 
ners. 


By allowing a tax credit, the 
state will avoid the cost of 
collecting the dollars and then 
returning a rebate, as proposed 
in the property tax relief 
measure before the conference 
committee, they sad. 


“And that really is a ripoff of 
the taxpayers, without their ex­ 
plicit consent," they said.

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Van Houten trial jury tells of 
deadlock, will keep trying 


Pesticide plant dosed 
due to employe sterility 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
jurors in the second murder 
trial of Leslie Van Houten for 
two Manson family murders, 
who told the judge they were 
deadlocked after 23 days of 
deliberations, were instructed 
to try again today. 
The panel reported to Superi­ 
or Court Judge Edward A. Hinz 
Sr. Thursday that they were un­ 
able to reach a verdict. The 
foreman said the last vote was 
7-3-2, but at the judge's order, 
did not say how many jurors 
had voted for which verdict. 
Prosecutor Steven Kay, after 
meeting with the judge and 
defense attorney in chambers, 
said “The concensus is that the 
seven is for first degree 
murder.” 
That would place the majori­ 
ty in favor of sending Miss Van 
Houten back to prison for life 
for the murders of Leno and 
Rosemary LaBianca, a couple 
chosen at random by Charles 
Manson to be killed two nights 
after the five Sharon Tate slay­ 
ings 


The minority would be in 
favor of verdicts of second 
degree murder or manslaught­ 
er, either of which would 
probably quickly free Miss Van 
Houten, because the seven 
years she has spent behind bars 
equals the usual prison term. 
Her defense appealed for a 
manslaughter verdict, arguing 
that her mind was so weakened 
by heavy LSD use and Manson’s 
evil influence that she was not 
fully responsible for her ac­ 
tions. There was no argument 
that she did take part in the kill­ 
ing, holding Mrs. LaBianca 
while another Manson girl stab­ 
bed her, and then herself stabb­ 
ing the woman repeatedly. 
The judge ordered the jury to 
resum e deliberations after 
seven of the jurors said they 
believed the panel could agree 
on a verdict eventually. The 
other five were doubtful. 
The judge noted that the 
jurors had taken only four votes 
since the jury was reconstituted 
July 25 when an alternate was 
seated because one of the

original jurors fell ill. 
Kay said he thought the jury 
was having problems reaching 
a verdict because Miss Van 
Houten, now 27, appears to have 
changed greatly from the 
Manson follower she was at her 
first trial, when she hissed, 
screamed and carved an X in 
her forehead with the other 
Manson girls Stye now appears 
well groomed and contrite. 


“The trouble is that we re 
trying her eight years after the 
m u r d e r s 
and 
F r o n te r a 
(women’s prison) did a fairly 
good job of changing some at­ 
titudes she had,” Kay said 
“Some of the jurors are look­ 
ing at this pretty young girl and 
they’re wondering whether they 
want to send her back to prison 
for the rest of her life.”

T h ree in m a te s w ere 
hospitalized in satisfactory con­ 
dition due to multiple stab 
wounds and the fourth stabbing 
victim was treated and re­ 
turned to his cell. 
Potter said the incident oc­ 
curred when eight black in­ 
mates surrounded five whites 
who were sitting at a table in 
the yard of the unit. 
Racial violence flared at 
Folsom last month when eight 
black convicts fought with a 
like number of white inmates in 
the exercise yard The incident 
prompted a week-long general 
lockdown during which convicts 
were only allowed out of their 
cells on a controlled basis for 
meals and exercise. 
At that time, a number of 
convicts believed bent on con­ 
tinu in g the 
u nrest w ere 
removed from the general 
prison population and placed 
“indefinitely” in the special 
security unit.

LATHROP, Calif. (UPI) - A 
small pesticide producing unit 
has been closed down in this 
San Joaquin County farm com- 
m unity b eca u se 10 of 23 
employes were found to be 
sterile. 
An o fficia l for the O il, 
Chemical, and Atomic Interna­ 
tional Workers Union, said 
Thursday night it was the first 
case of sterility he knew of in a 
United States chemical produc­ 
ing firm. 
“I don’t blame anybody, but 
American industry on the whole 
doesn’t insist on protection for 
workers,” said the union of­ 
ficial, Ed Duffey. He said those 
affected were mostly family 
men who were worried about 
whether they have something 
that can be transmitted to other 
people, like wives and children. 
Length of service was linked 
to the low sperm counts, said 
James Lindley, vice president 
of the west coast region of Oc­ 
cidental Petroleum Co., which 
runs the farm chemical plant. 
He made his statement dur­ 
ing a meeting of state, federal 
and local doctors who con­ 
verged on the site to determine 
if the plant’s chemicals were 
responsible for the sterility. 
Meanwhile, the chemical op­ 


erations section of the plant 
was shut down voluntarily and 
the employes transferred to 
other departments. 
Lindley said the company had 
sent telegram s to the 200 
chemical producers which sup­ 
ply the plant in order to deter­ 
mine if similar reactions have 
occurred elsewhere. He said 
new controls also would be in­ 
itiated and workers tested for 
sperm count droppage. 
The men who were found to 
be sterile ranged in age from 21 
to 41, with seven of them work­ 
ing at the firm the longest 
period of time having no sperm 
count at all. Two who had 
worked three years had a 
sperm count of one million and 
one who had been there only one 
year 10 million. A man is con­ 
sidered sterile if his sperm 
count drops below 20 million. 
A study team headed by 
C aliforn ia’s 
O ccupational 
Safety and Health Administra­ 
tion will go over all the reports, 
one by one, to determine if any 
of the c h e m ic a ls ca u ses 
sterility in animals or humans, 
said 
M ich ael 
S ch n eid er, 
representing the team.

Lesser plea agreement reached 
in rape case of film director 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Movie director Roman Polan­ 
ski, accused of drugging and 
raping a 13-year-old girl, will 
plead guilty to reduced charges 
Monday, probably eliminating 
the ex p ec ted se n sa tio n a l 
trial. 
The district attorney’s office 
T h u rsd ay 
r e v e a le d 
th a t 
prosecutors had reached a plea 
bargain with Polanski and his 
attorney, but details of the 
agreem ent w ere not made 
public. 
The agreement still must be 
approved by the judge. 
“There will be a change of 
plea to one of the six counts” 
against Polanski, said a state­ 
ment by Deputy District At­ 
torney Roger Gunson. 
Polanski pleaded innocent to 
all charges and the only change 
could be to plead guilty or no 
contest, which under California 
law is the equivalent of a guilty 
plea under criminal law 
A policy instituted by District 
Attorney John Van de Kamp 
requires that such plea bar­ 
gains involve a guilty plea to 
the most serious of multiple 
charges before the others are 
dropped. The most serious 
charges against Polanski are 


furnishing drugs to a minor and 
rape by use of drugs, the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office said. 


The other charges were 
sodomy, 
sexual 
perversion, 
lewd and lascivious conduct 
with a minor and unlawful sex­ 
ual intercourse 


The sentence Polanski could 
receive depends on how the 


judge interprets changes in the 
state sentencing law. 
Under the former system, in 
effect when the rape allegedly 
occurred, Polanski could get a 
minimum one year in jail and 
maximum 50 years in prison on 
the rape count, or 10 years to 
life on the drug charge. The 
new law provides a maximum 
five year sentence for each.

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Males still dominate 
college administrations

White males occupy most of the power 
posts in the nation’s colleges and univer­ 
sities — despite efforts to open more front 
office doors to women and minorities in the 
name of equal opportunity. 
Two new surveys document that. 
This shows a key goal of the women’s 
liberation movement has not been reached 


“ Women have become the majority group 
among young college students (under 22 
years of age), the Census Study found 
Last year, women made up 52 per cent of 
the undergraduate student body. 
Other facts, meanwhile, on female ad­ 
ministrators 
— They range from a low of eight per cent 
at research universities to a high of 19 per 
cent at liberal arts colleges 
— While some educators feel sex dis­ 
crimination is a thing of the past along the 
academ ic trail, the two studies show 
“clearly that the situation remains virtually 
unchanged from four years ago.”* 
Some facts Astin used to back up his view 
of the continued discrimination none of 65 
presidents in private universities he sur­ 
veyed is female 
Also: In public four-year colleges, only 
three out of 309 presidents are women. 
Two of the three rule over schools that 
formerly were just for females 
In public universities, only two of 113 
presidents are women One heads an all-girl 
school. 
« 
Equal opportunities for women in ad­ 
ministrative posts in the schools receiving 
federal money is a target of the liberation 
movement 
It also is a stated goal of the equal oppor­ 
tunity federal program. 
The surveys also found women and 
minority persons who have made it to 
administrative posts in colleges are not paid 
as much as men in equivalent jobs 
One study looked at employment patterns 
and salary levels among more than 18,000 
administrators at 1,037 schools. That study, 
paid for by the Ford Foundation, was 
published by the College and University 
Personnel Association. 
The second study was done by Alexander 


W Astin, professor of Higher Education at 
the University of California at Los Angeles. 
Main findings included: 
— Women are paid about four-fifths as 
much as men with the same job titles at the 
same type of institution. 
— Men from minority groups are put 
predominantly in lower-paying jobs, but 
generally are paid about the same as white 
men with the same job titles 
— That 79 per cent of key administrative 
posts in all surveyed schools were held by 
white men. White women held 14 per cent 
and minority men. five per cent; minority 
women, two per cent. 
— The only administrative job in which 
both fem ales and males, whites and 
minority group members all had a good 
representation is that of affirmative action 
officer. This is the person in charge of the 
institution’s plan to get more women and 
minority persons into the higher jobs. 
— Even among affirmative action of­ 
ficers, however, men are paid more than 
the women. 
Astin said women were found in substan­ 
tial numbers in middle and low level 
administrative posts that rarely lead to top- 
level administrative positions. 
His study showed women occupy seven of 
the eight lowest paid professional positions 
on campus. 
Included: 
such jobs as 
bookstore manager, registrar, head of stu­ 
dent housing 
“ The striking evidence of sex dis­ 
crimination" in hiring top adminstrators. 
Astin reported, has “unfortunate practical 
consequences for the students. 
“ The absence of women in top ad­ 
ministration,” he said, "can create an en­ 
vironment that lacks not only role models 
for women who might ultimately» become 
administrators, but also the unique perspec­ 
tive that women might bring to the varied 
tasks of administering a college. 
“ Administration is still a male-dominated 
field in which women candidates are simply 
not seriously considered when most 
coeducational schools recruit presidents.” 
Women, however, are ahead one place on 
the higher education scene — enrollments. 
The Census Bureau says they now out­ 
number men by 200,000 in the university un­ 
dergraduate schools. 


India buys the uranium ultimatum 


NEW DELHI - (LENS) - 
The conditions attached to the 
latest shipment of American 
enriched uranium to India 
make it unlikely that India 
will have another nuclear ex­ 
plosion at any early date 
President Carter has made 
it clear that the United States 
will 
not extend 
nuclear 
cooperation to a country that 
explodes a nuclear device 
Enriched uranium is urgently 
needed to refuel India's power 
station at Tarapur, near Bom­ 
bay 
In June the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission in 
Washington approved a ship­ 
ment of 27,000 pounds but gave 
warning that future supplies 
will be cut off if India sets off 
any more explosions 
India’s new prime minister, 
Morarji Desai. has followed 
Mrs 
Gandhi’s example and 
refused to sign 
the 1968 
nuclear 
non-proliferation 
treaty 
But, as a Gandhian 
pacifist of long standing, he 
may carry more conviction 
with 
foreign 
governments 
than Mrs Gandhi did when he 
also follows her in declaring 
that he will not use nuclear 
weapons 
On Julv 13 Desai told Parlia­ 


ment that India does not now 
consider it necessary to have 
explosions for peaceful pur­ 
poses 
He did not commit 
himself for all time, but this 
was nonetheless India’s most 
categorical self-denying or­ 
dinance to date The day is 
anyway still far off when such 
technology might be safely us­ 
ed, if it ever can 
In the meantime, it is more 
important for India to ensure 
that the Tarapur station is 
kept going. It supplies power 
to the industrial complex 
around Bombay, the country’s 
biggest This region has suf­ 
fered from chronic power 
shortages for years, and 
would suffer a crippling blow 
if Tarapur were closed 
Had Mrs Gandhi remained 
in power, it is doubtful 
whether Mr 
Carter would 
have approved any more fuel 
shipments on any terms. The 
influence of Desai’s personali­ 
ty has been vital in restoring a 
measure of nuclear coopera­ 
tion between the two coun­ 
tries He may also succeed in 
regaining the cooperation of 
Canada, which suspended help 
in 1974 after India had set off 
its first, and so far only, ex­ 


plosion. 
This led to many difficulties 
and delays in completing two 
more nuclear power stations 
which were being built in In­ 
dia with Canadian technology 
India is keen on Canadian 
reactors because they use 
natural uranium, which In­ 
dia’s own mines can supply, 
avoiding the need to import it 
in enriched form Desai had a 
cordial session on the subject 
with 
C a n a d a ' s 
p r i m e 
minister, 
Pierre Trudeau, 
during June’s Commonwealth 
conference in London, and on 
his return to India he an­ 
nounced that they had agreed 
to resume nuclear coopera­ 
tion 
However, India still refuses 
to allow any international in­ 
spection of those of its nuclear 
facilities which have been 
built with its own resources or 
without any definite provision 
for inspection. It is also deter­ 
mined to press ahead with 
research on plutonium fast- 
breeder technology, and Mr. 
Carter can hardly be happy 
about this. 
India has the world's 
biggest deposits of thorium, 
and it argues that these can­ 


not be fully exploited for 
power generation unless 
b r e e d e r t e c h n o l o g y is 
developed It intends to build 
up a stock of plutonium taken 
from the present power reac­ 
tors to prime the fast-breeder 
reactors, which it hopes will 


be available by 1990. India’s 
uranium reserves cannot sus­ 
tain a nuclear power program 
of more than 8,000 megawatts. 
But if thorium can be fully 
harnessed, the nuclear power 
potential shoots up to 1 million 
megawatts 
Navy to return to bells

“The art therapist’s greatest 
role is to act as a catalyst or 
facilitator in stimulating the in­ 
dividual to express feelings

Donald Uhlin. coor­ 
dinator of the art therapy 
program at California State 
University at Sacramento. 


Uhlin, a teacher in the art 
department and polio victim 
confined to a 
w heelchair, 
started the program at CSUS 
when he realized how helpful 
art therapy was to him. 


The difficult and lengthy path 
to recognition of one’s subcon­ 
scious problems, especially in 
persons who have trouble com­ 
municating, is hastened in art 
therapy by making the patient 
an artist, he said in an inter­ 
view 


For example, a patient who 
lost an arm might be asked to 
draw a person 


“You look to see what they do 
with the arm — whether they 
include it, leave it off. ex­ 
aggerate it." Uhlin says. 


If the patient magnifies his 
reaction to the lost arm, a 
treatment team, led by a psy­ 
chiatrist and including an art 


therapist, tries to help the 
patient accept the loss. 
“ When people block their 
emotions, th at’s when they 
becom e i l l .” 
Uhlin says. 
“ Blocked 
feelings must 
be 
re-experienced. When feelings 
a r e 
re o p e n e d 
and 
re - 
experienced. then the patient 
can move ahead.” 
One set of pictures by an anx­ 
ious and disoriented young 
woman showed her progress in 
a series of illustrations 
Her first efforts showed a 
wolf-like creature surrounded 
by flames, which Uhlin said 
showed she was "overwhelmed 
by her unconscious, instinctual, 
animal forces.” 
But after several months of 
therapy, her illustrations were 
more pastoral, with one show­ 
ing a girl in a grove of tress 
with a less-threatening animal, 
a horse 


Uhlin said the girl and horse 
together, plus the fresh green 
colors, showed that she was 
able to live compatibly with her 
instinctual feelings 


“The girl worked her prob­ 
lems through mainly by produc­ 
ing and talking,” Uhlin ex­ 
plains

SACRAM ENTO (UPI) - The 
British system of heroin treat­ 
ment would create more ad­ 
dicts in California if adopted in 
the state. Attorney General 
Evelle Younger says. 


Younger told a news confer­ 
ence Thursday that when a 
British clinic determines that 
maintenance doses of heroin or 


methadone are to be part of the 
addict’s treatment, the addict 
is allowed to pick up the drugs 
daily at a pharmacy near the 
addict’s home. 


If injectable drugs are part of 
the program, Younger said, the 
clinic provides the addict with 
syringes and needles. 
Younger 
said providing 


heroin paraphernalia to addicts 
in California is “ unacceptable” 
because there are more addicts 
here than in England. 
“ It is estimated,” he said, 
“ that there are approximately 
110,000 heroin addicts in Cali­ 
fornia compared to the 3,400 ad­ 
dicts known to the British 
Home Office which administers 
the program.”

SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - The staff of the 
state energy commission Thursday recom­ 
mended that population be limited near 
liquefied natural gas terminals because of 
“ uncertainty” about their safety. 
In a study requested by Assembly Speaker 
Leo McCarthy last month, the staff found 
that consideration of all possible LNG ter­ 
minal accidents is “ impossible” because of 
the short operational histories of such 
facilities and the small amount of risk 
assessment data available. 
Commission Chairman Richard Maullin 
said: “ From the information available at 
this time, we cannot determine the absolute 
safety of LNG terminals. Therefore, we 
should exclude populations close to any 
liquid gas facility and place density criteria 
within certain distances.” 
The staff recommended that “ zero or 
very low population” should be allowed 
within a one-mile radius of an LNG facility. 


It suggested low population or limited 
development of light industry for a one to 
six-mile radius from a terminal. 
The staff said industries which create the 
risk of fire, explosion or other accidents 
should not be allowed in the seven-mile 
area. 
“ Our recommendations would eliminate 
both Los Angeles and Oxnard as terminal 
sites because of danger to existing pop­ 
ulation,” Maullin said. 
The report estimated vapor clouds could 
form for as far as a mile from a large pipe 
rupture at an onshore facility and as far as 
seven miles from the rupture of two tanks 
on a vessel at a marine facility. 
The staff said that all but one of the eight 
current LNG safety studies it reviewed call 
the risks involved “ acceptable.” The staff 
said the “ only reasonable conclusion” 
which can be reached from existing data is 
that the risks are “ uncertain.” 


Ford launches "treasure hunt" 
in search of 1903 Mode/ A cars 


D ETRO IT (U P I) — If your last name is 
Yates, there’s a possibility your great-grandfa­ 
ther was the first man in America to drive one of 
the first Model A’s off Henry Ford’s assembly 
line. 
On Ju ly 20. 1903, a Dr. H W Yates of Detroit 
took delivery of Model A No. 4 — 35 days after 
the Ford Motor Co was organized. 
No one knows what happened to Model A’s No. 
1, 2 or 3 Ford archivists think company offi­ 
cials kept them — the first executives’ cars. 
For that matter, no one knows what happened 
to No. 4, either 
Yates paid $750 for that 1903 Model A. If it’s 
still in existence, it’s probably worth closer to 
$30,000 to a private collector. 
In connection with its 75th anniversary, Ford 
has launched a worldwide “ treasure hunt” for 
any 1903 Model A cars — not to be confused with 
the Model A’s introduced in 1928 — that might 
still be undiscovered 
No great prize is involved, just a free lunch 
with Ford executives next June 16 — the 75th an­ 
niversary of the founding of the company — and 
a commemorative plaque. 
Ford built 1,708 Model A’s during the com­ 
pany’s first 15 months in existence. It knows 


where 40 of them are — the oldest. No. 28. now 
lodged in the Panhandle Plains Museum in Ca­ 
nyon, Texas. 
George DeAngelis, an antique car expert and a 
member of Ford’s 75th anniversary committee, 
said some of the original Model A’s are known to 
be in the hands of private collectors and 
museums. The Henry Ford Museum in Dear­ 
born, established by the company’s founder, has 
two of them 
“ We think this search is unique in automotive 
history,” says DeAngelis “ We know there are 
more than a few Model A’s around, despite their 
age and the limited number built. But how many 
and where we don’t know.” 
To aid the search, here are some of the early 
owners: 


Model A No. 5 was delivered to the Ohio Motor 
Car Co. in Cleveland on July 23, 1903 No. 6 went 
to the Canada Cycle and Motor Co in Toronto 
on Aug 1 and H M Jew ittof Detroit took delivery 
of Model A No. 7 


DeAngelis doubts many of the Model A’s will 
be found hidden away in barns or garages after 
this length of time 
“ But,” he said, “ you can never be sure.”

Claribel Prosser, in her third 
two-year term as mayor of this 
northern Wisconsin city and one 
of the state’s few woman 
mayors, is surprised anyone 
makes a fuss over her ability to 
find underground water using a 
forked twig. 
“ I ’ve been willow witching 
for over 30 years,” said the 59- 
year-old grandmother. 
Though it’s called willow 
witching, Mrs. Prosser uses 
hazel bush instead of willow 
because hazel is tougher wood 
To find water, she holds the 
forked branch by two of its ends 
and aims the third forward 
“ When you start over a 
stream, the tip of the crotch 
will go down. When you get into 
the strong part of the stream, it 


goes down, straight down,” she 
explained “ When you start go­ 
ing out of the stream, it will 
bend toward you It will go right 
around in a circle if you go far 
enough.” 
Mrs. Prosser said she discov­ 
ered her talent when she and 
her husband built a house on a 
lake and needed a well “ So we 
started to talk about it and I got 
some crotches and found I could 
do it. 
“ My father did it. I ’d seen 
him do it as a child, but I never 
had tried it before. I never had 
the occasion to try it.” Mrs. 
Prosser said 
“ Anyway, it worked We had 
the well driller come out the 
next day and in two hours we 
were drinking water ”

Deer season 
opens tomorrow 


THE OLD SALT 
Back-to-back years of drought have taken their toll on sup­ 
plies of w ater and forage in California’s early deer hunting 
season area.^u t there are some big bucks out there and they 
will be concentrated for the season opener tomorrow. 
The early season area extends along the coast and adja­ 
cent areas from the northern boundary of Mendocino County 
southward to the counties of Santa Barbara and Ventura and 
the northwest corner of Los Angeles County. 
Prospects for hunter success, says the state Department 
of Fish and Game, will depend on the particular area. 
The deer kill is expected to be up from last year’s in Men­ 
docino County, top producer among early season counties, 
and in popular San Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara, but down 
in some others that draw large numbers of hunters such as 
Monterey and San Benito. 
In the better coastal areas, it will be a m atter of legal 
bucks concentrating in wetter areas where they will be more 
accessible to hunters. 
Here in Santa Barbara County, the DFG has forecasted 
better than average hunting this year. This is due mainly to 
good buck carryover and concentration of deer near food and 
water. 
To the north, in San Luis Obispo County, an even bigger in­ 
crease in kill is expected 
The early season will extend through September 18, with a 
limit of two bucks, forked horn or better. Shooting hours are 
from one-half hour before sunrise to one half-hour after 
sunset. 
Hunters are required to have a valid 1977-78 hunting 
license ($10) and deer tags ($3) in their possession. 
It’s pretty unusual for Santa Barbara Sea Landing to come 
across Slbacore, but this year they’ve decided to try for 
them. 
With two trips under their belts in the last week. Sea 
Landing has brought back a total of 47 fish, with the highest 
going 36 pounds. It is estim ated though, that anglers only net­ 
ted half the fish that were hooked. 
The next trip is slated for Sunday night at 10, and will get 
back sometime Tuesday morning. 
San Luis Sportfishing, accustomed to fishing albacore 
every year, has also sent its first boat out this week. The ex­ 
ploratory trip was successful, as they netted 38 fish, with the 
average about 15 pounds. 
San Luis is staying a little closer to home than the Santa 
Barbara operation, going out 55 to 60 miles, compared to 100 
miles for the Sea Landing boats.

Not long ago the colorful,

Some myths about the unaffordability of single-family housing, par­ 
ticularly for young families, are challenged in a report published by the National 
Association of Realtors 
Called Affordability Crisis?" the report was prepared by the association's 
Department of Economics and Research 
Assertions that most American families are priced out of the single-family 
home market cannot be reconciled with the spectacular levels of single-family 
home sales and the unprecedented rate of new single-family construction." said 
H Jackson Pontius, executive vice president, in releasing the report 
Pontius cited these facts 
— In 1976, a record 4 2 million sales took place, with 1977 expected to 
beat that figure by half a million The total market value of these homes will 
reach nearly $250 billion 
— Nearly half of all these buyers are under 35 years of age. 
— About half of all buyers are renters moving to owner status, making 
about two-thirds of all households owners of the homes they occupy. 


— Consumers are not buying the basic, no-frills home, but are demanding 
more square feet of living space and such amenities as air conditioning and 
fireplaces. 


The focus on median prices has caused pessimistic affordability studies to 
ignore the full range of home prices available, the report says It observes that 
half of all new houses and two-thirds of all existing homes are priced below the 
new-home median. 
Housing analysts have long relied on the "no more than 25 per cent of in­ 
come for housing" rule, according to the report, whereas many young buyers, as 
well as lenders, have been willing to exceed that limit. 
Despite the fact that single-family home prices have risen over the past 15 
years at a rate of 2 per cent faster than inflation, so has median family income, 
the report says. Since 1963, the upward curve of home prices and family income 
virtually have been parallel 
The real culprits in the increasing cost of home ownership, the Realtor 
study indicates, are not home prices but such factors as interest rates— up by 50 


per cent in the past dozen years, property taxes which have doubled, and spirall­ 
ing utility costs 
What can be done to enhance the affordability of single-family homes? 
Federal fiscal policy resulting in a reduction of the inflation rate to 3 per cent or 
less would accomplish two things, the report says 


It would cut in half the annual increase in home prices and it would bring 
mortgage rates down to the 6 6 to 6 per cent range (Assuming all other factors 
remained unchanged, payment for those with the lower interest rates would be 
20 to 30 per cent less than for ones with the current 8 75 to 9 per cent rates ) 


Government action at state and local levels to institute property tax reform 
is also long overdue, the report says 


"It is ironic that national policy stresses the need for adequate and affor­ 
dable housing," the report concludes, "while a major segment of our government 
structure continues to rely heavily upon the property tax which discourages 
homeownership and bears down heavily on those less able to pay

A new city hall 


This week’s action on the 
part of Lompoc’s City Council, 
in certifying its share of $2.5 
million the final obstacle in 
the way of building a new city 
hall complex has been cleared. 
The process has been a long 
one, and it’s gratifying to 
know it is now near an end. 


W ith the $2.5 m illio n 
allocated by the city and the 
Economic Development As­ 
sociation for city hall con­ 
struction, Lompoc will finally 
get its own civic center, not a 
hand-me-down U.S.O. club 
with a history of recreational 
uses. Which is not to say the 
present structure hasn’t 
served its purpose admirably, 
considering that for which it 
was originally intended. As the 
city has grown, so has city 
staff, and their space needs 
were met within the confines 
of an insufficient building. 
Clearly, a lot of imagination 
has been demonstrated. 


Lompoc’s new city hall com­ 
plex, located in what is now 
known as Floresta Park near 
the municipal swimming pool, 
w ill so lv e a num ber of 
problems with which city 
government has lived for 


years. 
Interdepartm ental 
com ­ 
munication will be greatly 
enhanced with all city func­ 
tions being housed under one 
roof, exclusive of the fire and 
police departm ents. City 
Council will finally be supplied 
with decent quarters in which 
Washington Merry-Go-Round 
to conduct its increasingly 
busy agendas. And the scheme 
of departmentalization within 
city staff will increase ef­ 
f i c i e n c y 
and 
wo r k f l ow 
procedures. 
Additionally, the aesthetics 
of the construction will be a 
welcome addition to the city 
and will be a practical exam­ 
ple to developers and others 
wanting to build in our city as 
to the standard we will expect 
them to meet. 
Truly, Lompoc’s new city 
hall com plex, when com ­ 
pleted, will serve a variety of 
functions far beyond the scope 
of day to day business of city 
government. We should all be 
conscious of and thankful for 
the work city staff has done 
toward the achievement of 
this goal, and look forward to 
the unseen ramifications of 
the project and their impact 
on Lompoc’s future.

Reorganization blues 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - Even before 
the formal announcement of President 
Carter’s reorganization of his White 
House staff, moans of anguish filled the 
smoggy summer air of the nation’s 
capital 
Denizens of every little duchv 
and principality within the White House 
and the larger Executive Office of the 
President whimpered 
p ite o u s ly a t th e 
prospect of losing 
their proximity to the 
seat of power. 
Interest groups in 
danger of losing their 
champions inside the 
presidential compound 
jo in e d th e f r a y , 
predicting dire con­ 
sequences for their 
own pet causes if a 
single slot on the 
organization chart 
were changed. 
And all this yowling was provoked by a 
relatively modest shuffle of the one 
government entity the president really 
controls — his own b u re acratic 
“family.” 


Just wait until Carter starts hacking 
away at the underbrush of other federal 
agencies where the chain of command is 
more remote. That’s when the real fun 
will begin 
Approximately 60 professionals at 
Carter's Office of Management and 
Budget are laboring full time on various 
reorganization plans in an effort to carry 
out the president’s campaign promise to 
streamline the government. 
They are finding, as Washington 
veterans long predicted, that it is far 
more difficult and complex than ex­ 
pected. 
Take, for instance. Carter’s effort to 
weed out some of the 1.159 advisory com­ 
mittees that now clog the federal 
machinery. On paper, they appeared to 
be an inviting target for the efficiency 
experts at OMB since they have no real 
power and, in many cases, litUe discerni­ 
ble usefulness. 
But what looked easy on paper has 
turned into a colossal headache in prac­ 
tice. 
The advisory committees, as Carter 
correctly perceived, are part and parcel 
of the “old boy” network in Washington 
They are packed with important con­ 
stituents and campaign contributors of 
influential congressm en, and with 
representatives of the industries and in­ 
terests which the agencies they “advise” 
are supposed to be regulating 
Only about two dozen of the 1,169 com­ 
mittees were originally established by 
the White House Twenty per cent were 
created on orders of Congress and can be 
eliminated only with its consent, while 
another 30 per cent were authorized 
although not mandated by Congress. The 
remaining 50 per cent were set up by ex­ 
ecutive departments and agencies, 
Last February, Carter instructed all 
federal agencies to identify which of 
their advisory committees could be 
abolished. When the list was submitted 
to him in May byOMB, the president was 
dismayed to find it contained only about 


300 committees. 
The reorganization team was ordered 
to try again, and OMB put the heat on the 
departments for deeper cuts. But even 
after further review, officials concede 
they will probably be able to get rid of no 
more than a third of the 1.159 commit­ 
tees. 
Even that modest cutback will require 
some measure of concurrence from 
Congress, and the reorganization experts 
anticipate a bloody fight on Capitol Hill 
when Carter submits his proposed 
overhaul of the advisory committees on 
or about August 15 
“Some of those committees serve a 
real purpose,” said an OMP official in­ 
volved in the project. “The so-called 
peer review committees that screen 
federal grant applications or new 
technical devices are quite helpful.” 
The bulk of the committees targeted 
for extinction, he said, are those com­ 
prised largely of “constituents” of the 
agencies they advise. 
Unfortunately for Carter, it is these 
com m ittees which pack the most 
political clout on Capitol Hill and are 
most likely to enlist powerful congres­ 
sional allies on behalf of their continued 
existence. 
Congress is not likely to kick up much 
of a fuss over Carter's reorganization of 
his own White House staff. 
But the 
President may find the going con­ 
siderably rougher when he takes on the 
advisory committees. 


WASHINGTON - The friendly folks 
who handle patronage at the White 
House have suddenly developed an ex­ 
traordinary interest in an obscure 
federal appointment. 
They are quietly grooming Patrick J. 
Delaney for a $50,000-a-year post on the 
Susquehanna River Basin Commission. 
As preparation for this 
high calling. Delaney 
has been a law school 
d r o p o u t , 
s to c k 
salesman, race track 
official and Richard 
Nixon fund-raiser, 
respectively. 
There is a suspicion, 
however, that the 
Carter crowd is more 
f a s c i n a t e d 
w ith 
Delaney's connections 
than his resume 
For 
he is the son of Rep. 
James J Delaney, D-N.Y., the 76-year- 
old curmudgeon who heads the House 
Rules Committee. 
This committee 
determines what legislation will reach 
the House floor. 
The White House is more concerned 
about the flow of legislation on Capitol 
Hill than the flow of the Susquehanna. 
And the 36-year-old Delaney might be 
able to influence the flow of the one if not 
the other. 
His father, an old cahoot with an Irish 
flair for politics, believes in family plan­ 
ning. It used to be that a congressman 
could install a deserving relative on the 
congressional payroll. But the publicity 
has sent most relatives scurrying for 
other jobs. 
Congressman Delaney, not one to let 
go of a government pay envelope easily, 
reportedly pressured ex-President 
Gerald Ford to appoint young Patrick to 
the Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion 
A Senate investigation indicated 
that the congressman’s son, however, 
knew no more about high finance than he 
does about water resources. 
Sources familiar with the backroom 
politicking say that Delaney, the elder, 
tried valiantly to persuade senators to 
approve the nomination. But the outcry 
against Delaney, the younger, was so 
strong that President Carter withdrew 
the nomination not long after inheriting 
it from Ford. 
The new president has become more 
impressed lately with Chairman 
Delaney’s power over legislation. 
To 
placate the old man, Carter is now look­ 
ing for a harmless spot for the jobless 
son. 
The Susquehanna River Basin 
seem ed far enough away from 
Washington to satisfy the president’s ad­ 
visers 
There is one vexing problem. 
The 
commissioners are supposed to 
know 
something about water resources if not 
the Susquehanna itself. But apparently 
young Delaney’s lack of qualifications is 
not regarded as an insurmountable ob­ 
stacle by Hamilton Jordan, the presi-

dents top political aide. Jordan’s office 
is trying to secure the $50,000 plum for 
Delaney. 
Commented one congressional aide 
when he heard the White House was 
pushing Delaney for the Susquehanna 
job: Boy, it sounds like they have finally 
found some place they can put him. 
Footnote: 
Congressman Delaney 
denied he had contacted either the presi­ 
dent or Jordan about finding employ­ 
ment for his son. 
Jordan and young 
Delaney did not return our repeated 
calls. But a presidential spokesman said 
defensively: 
There are people in the 
White House who think Delaney is 
qualified for the job. 
POWER BROKERS - The energy 
crisis is developing a new breed of power 
brokers who speak the technical 
language and are at home in the policy 
councils where the multi-billion-dollar 
energy decisions are made. 
Earlier this year, four energy hotshots 
descended from Capitol Hill and formed 
a potent new law firm: 
Van Ness, 
Curtis, Feldman and Sutcliffe. 
William Van Ness had been chief 
counsel of the Senate Interior Commit­ 
tee, specializing in energy matters. 
Charles Curtis left the House Commerce 
Committee, where he was regarded as 
one of the foremost energy authorities on 
Capitol Hill. Howard Feldman, as chief 
counsel to the Senate Investigations Sub­ 
committee, had investigated the big oil 
conglomerates. And S. Lynn Sutcliffe, a 
former counsel to the Senate Commerce 
Committee, is also an energy expert. 
Now the four of them, once crusaders 
for the public interest, are representing 
the private interests they formerly 


criticized. They represent Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company, which wants to 
build a natural gas pipeline in Alaska. 
Another client, Tier Pipeline Company 
with financial ties to the giant Amoco, 
wants to build an oil pipeline to deliver 
oil from the West to the East coast. 
The new law firm also impressed 
prospective clients with its connections 
by 
b rin g in g 
W a s h in g to n 's 
top 
policymakers to a seminar to impart in­ 
side information. 
The firm charged 
businessmen $225 apiece to listen to the 
likes of Federal Energy Administrator 
John O’Leary, former Administrator 
Frank Zarb. House Energy Chairman 
Thomas Ashley, D-Ohio, and White 
House energy aides Alvin Aim and Leslie 
Goldman. 
Now one of the law partners, after his 
brief romance with the private interests, 
reportedly has been tapped by President 
Carter to head the Federal Power Com­ 
mission Charles Curtis, having just pas­ 
sed through the revolving door from the 
public to the private sector, is about to 
return through the revolving door again. 
In an interview with our associate 
Marc Smolonsky, Curtis acknowledged 
that the creation of the new law firm 
raised a natural question. TOe partners 
thought about the possible conflicts in­ 
volved in switching from government to 
private practice, he said. But he insisted 
there were no conflicts. The firm would 
turn down clients with problems before 
the committees that the partners had 
worked for, he promised. 
Curtis added that he didn’t consider it 
realistic or reasonable to expect those 
who worked for the federal government 
to forfeit practicing their profession.

I understand the financial predicament 
of today’s renters and I would like to 
have them join their fellow citizens in 
placing the blame where it belongs.

Countdown 
Rhodesia 


LONDON — The other day Dr. David 
Owen, Great Britain’s Foreign Minister, 
was asked point-blank: Will you or will 
you not here and now guarantee the 
Rhodesians that they will be admitted 
into Great Britain in die event they 
should flee the new order? 


Dr. Owen’s answer was cautious. 
Well, he said, he was 
sure that the attitude 
of the government on 
the question would be 
“generous.” 
The in­ 
terrogator bore down. 
Surely if Britain’s 
p o s i t io n 
is 
t h a t 
Rhodesia is an illegal 
state, it follows that 
Rhodesians are ac­ 
tually subject to the 
Crown — otherwise, 
the means by which 
they choose to conduct 
themselves would be entirely their own 
affair? Doesn’t it follow that they are 
British citizens, and therefore have the 
right to immigrate into Great Britain? 


Again Dr. Owen was cautious. Well, 
he said, the fact that Rhodesians have 
defied the authority of the British 
g o v ern m e n t re n d e rs them only 
hypothetically British. What he said in 
effect is that under one construction of 
the law they might be thought to be 
traitors — who had forfeited their pas­ 
sports. 


Now the reason for all this ambiguity 
goes beyond the legal question of the 
residual rights of the white Rhodesians. 
Dr. Owen admitted that his government 
is negotiating. The British are using all 
their power to bring down the govern­ 
ment of Ian Smith, and no doubt one of 
the chips at their disposal is the question 
of re-entry to Great Britain where a 
great many white Rhodesians would 
almost certainly seek sanctuary. But be­ 
ing vague on the point, the pressure 
mounts on the Rhodesians to behave in­ 
gratiatingly. 


The crisis in Rhodesia is coming very 
quickly now. The desperate call by Ian 
Smith for an election has the smell of one 
of those final elections conducted by 
Thieu in South Vietnam. The probability 
is that the election will not receive the 
backing even of Bishop Muzorewa, who 
has always been a weak and vacillating 
leader, and although still popular is 
almost certain to be out-maneuvered by 
th* terrorists. Joshua Nkomo was once 
firmly committed to constitutional 
government but now, in order to prove 
his revolutionary machismo, is trying to 
out-shout Robert Mugabe. The so-called 
Patriotic Front is forthrightly commit­ 
ted to the necessity of violence. More, it 
is committed to taking vengeance on all 
the black Rhodesians who fought the 
terrorists. 


The black population of Rhodesia that 
participated in White Rhodesian efforts 
to resist terrorism and bring on con­ 
stitutional reform will prove to be the 
most forlorn victims in the months 
ahead. 
Like the Algerians who sided 
with the French during that bloody war 
and were left to the untender mercies of 
the Algerian victors 
If Dr Owen has 
given thought to the question of how to 
protect them, that is a government 
secret. 


It is in this climate that the regime of 
Ian Smith is being brought down. Once 
they used to talk about the Sixth Princi­ 
ple — the guarantee of constitutional 
government for the regime following Ian 
Smith’s That talk is positively anti­ 
quarian in sound. It cannot reasonably 
be said that the United States or Great 
Britain has a strategy in Rhodeisa which 
would effectively protect whites and 
blacks associated with them from the 
next regime 


There is in the Houses of Parliamen 
these days a figure one might call th 
great surviving curmudgeon of th 
western world 
Ronald Bell’s speeche 
might have been written by the lat 
Westbrook Pegler. He is given to grea 
eructations of intolerance. A whil bac 
he said, “Women are inferior, secon 
class citizens and ought to be treated a 
such. ’ ’ That rema rk had the expected el 
feet, which he laughed off, explaining t 
his colleagues in the House that he wa 
just “ stretching his legs.” 


Having got his wind, he scanned th

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
She sits behind a neatly 
arranged desk, smartly at­ 
tired in a brown velvet suit, 
and the afternoon sun slants 
rays off the angles of her pret­ 
ty face. An architect’s rendi­ 
tion in warm water colors is 
propped up on a table behind 
her. Blueprints are at arm’s 
reach.

But she has made a total 
c ommit ment to the en­ 
trepreneurial life. 
For 16 years, Ms. Carlisle 
was a scientist — a serious 
research laboratory assistant 
whose field was the study of 
lung diseases. Most recently 
she 
c o n c e n t r a t e d 
on 
pulmonary physiology at the 
biochemistry laboratory in 
the Stanford University 
Medical Center. 
Now Danielle is occupied 
with such exotic tour de 
forces as concombre farcis, 
nymphes a l’aurore and scam­ 
pi denise — these are classic 
culinary endeavors which are 
prototypical of her new life. 
Danielle conceived and 
d ir e c ts 
the California 
Culinary Institute, one of only 
four schools in the world — 
and the newest — dedicated to 
the proposition there should 
be more people who know how 
to cook haute cuisine. 
How did a nice young 
chemist wind up in the kitchen 
— figuratively, of course? 
She first seriously nurtured 
the culture for this culinary 
project last September while 
she was still commuting from 
her apartment in San Fran­ 
cisco south to Palo Alto. But 
the germination probably oc­ 
curred a couple of years ago 
when Danielle was in London 
to attend an International 


Danielle Carlisle's school for chefs 
Ex-chemist brews haute cuisine 
by Murray Oldarman 
Congress on Lung Diseases at 
the Royal Festival Hall. 
The lectures began to drone, 
and Danielle got to thinking 
about her palate. In a local 
newspaper she noted that a 
Cordon Bleu school was in ses­ 
sion. So she quietly enrolled, 
stretched out her stay in 
England and became per­ 
sonally immersed in culinary 
art. 
J 
As an avocational chef, she 
has attended French, Italian, 
Chinese and Moroccan cook­ 
ing classes for short sessions. 
But Danielle also sensed a 
gnawing void in San Fran­ 
cisco, a bastion of good eating 
that ranks only behind New 
York in this country. 
There was no place that a 
gourmet could learn the art of 
fine cooking. There was no 
place a person could learn for­ 
mally, under intensive train­ 
ing, how to become a master 
chef. The usual route was ap­ 
prenticeship in a restaurant, a 
tedious process, at best. 
So Danielle, who professes a 
passion for life in the 
laboratory, went out and rais­ 
ed a quarter of a million 
dollars on the strength of an 
idea and is on the verge of 
opening the California 
Culinary Institute. The only 
other schools like it in the 
world are in London, Paris 
and New York. 
For $3,000 annual tuition, in 
a two-year course, under the 
supervision of four master 
chefs and graced by the 
residency of such a culinary 
giant as Charles Finance (fee- 
nawnce), a person can learn 
the art of a master chef. 
This is to meet, according to 
Danielle, a pressing need in 
this country. “Every year,” 
she says, “people spend $30 to 
$35 million eating out. I think 
people are learning how to 
eat.” 
On the top floor of a squat 
five-story building south of 
Market Street, in the shadow 
of the entry prongs to the 
Oakland Bay Bridge, where

Glaser wants the control 


“I know there is a portion of

Moped figures abroad 


The moped craze is sweep­ 
ing through America, with 
about 75,000 bikes registered 
in the U.S. and an additional 
25,000 unregistered ones in 
use 
Although accident figures of 
U.S. mopeds are not yet 
available, statistics can be 
gleaned from our European 
neighbors. 
As cited in Business Week: 
France, with a population of 
52 m illion, has 6 m illion 
mopeds, or nearly one moped 
for every nine people. Moped 
accidents in France killed 2,- 
031 and injured 76,642 in 1975 
Holland, which has 13.5 
million people and 1.5 million 
m opeds, saw 334 m oped 
deaths in 1975. A spokesman 
for the International Federa­ 
tion of Pedestrians in The 


Hague notes a significant 
decline in the death toll over 
the past few years, due to a 
law requiring moped drivers 
to wear helmets 


Kenneth F. Licht of the 
National Safety Council in 
Chicago, 111. suggests that 
moped drivers keep as much 
distance from cars as possi­ 
ble. “The car driver sees you 
as a motorcyclist,” he notes, 
“ and he assumes you can 
zoom out of the way.” 


Licht believes that helmets 
are an absolute m ust on 
mopeds, even at slow speeds. 
And he adds that until the 
minimum age issue is resolv­ 
ed, it’s up to parents to be 
sure their youngsters are 
m ature enough to drive a 
moped 
North Carolina's success 


“If a national network of 
screening centers had been 
funded after World War Two,

Despite scorn from Texans and Mexicans 
Kickapoos cling to freedom 
by Tom Tiodo 


MANY EAGLE PASS residents deplore the annual 
immigration of the Kickapoos. They point with contempt to 
the tribe’s cluttered, substandard campsite, and residents 
periodically petition authorities to have it leveled. 


EAGLE PASS, Texas - 
(NEA) — The Apaches are 
tourism entrepreneurs, the 
Crow lease land to coal com­ 
panies. the Sioux are heavy 
into politics. But there is one 
Indian tribe that has refused 
to go the way of the 20th cen­ 
tury: the Kickapoo. perhaps 
the most traditional and in­ 
dependent Native Americans 
left on the continent. 
Kickapoos9 Fictionalized by 
cartoonist Al Capp as drunken 
bums with a crazed eye for 
the ladies of “Li’I Abner.” the 
tribe in fact lives in a 
Dogpatch of sorts. The In­ 
dians are migrant workers 
who camp here during the 
harvest months in a card­ 
board shantytown under the 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
b r i d g e ; 
Moonbeam McSwine would 
love the filth 
Yet if their campsite is soil­ 
ed, their heritage isn’t. The 
Kickapoo have constituted a 
sovereign nation since before 
the birth of the United States. 
E v e n now t h e y ’re not 
recognized as U.S. citizens, 
nor are they subjects of Mex­ 


ico. where they spend much of 
t h e i r 
t i m e . 
T h e y 
a r e 
autonomous, self governing — 
“ free,” as they put it. 
The freedom did not come 
easily. Though the Kickapoo 
began as Algonquian stock in 
the area of America’s Great 
Lakes, wars and aggression 
forced them into a nomadic 
life. Tribal historians say 
many of the aggressors were 
frontier white men; at the 
time of the American Revolu­ 
tion. Kickapoos were so dis­ 
gusted with settlers they sided 
with the British. 
D e f e a t e d by g r e a t e r 
numbers, the Kickapoo tried 
to put permanent roots in the 
Oklahoma of a century ago 
But they did not meld with 
other Indians who were for­ 
saking the past as a concilia­ 
tion to suspicious whites. The 
Kickapoo say they were told 
to change their primitive 
religious beliefs; instead, they 
found their way to Mexico. 
It was a raw time in Mexico 
then 
The Texas revolution 
had just ended, the govern­ 
ment changed virtually with 


the bed sheets, and the 
northern plains were wild and 
u n p r o t e c t e d 
Thus 
the 
Kickapoo formed a contract 
with the functionaries; in 
return for 9.000 acres of land 
in the state of Coahuila, they 
would stand guard against 
U S raiding parties. 
But the tribe did not wholly 
abandon its native land Even 
then members would regular­ 
ly migrate north looking for 
better wages 
Today they 
come up each spring, in 
numbers approaching 500. to 
work on farms from Califor­ 
nia to Florida; they use the in­ 
ternational bridge as a staging 
area, and return home again 
in late September 
Not everyone appreciates 
the annual coming of the 
K i c k a p o o 
E a g l e P a s s 
merchants belittle them as 
moochers. 
Others 
here 
deplore the fact that many of 
them are eligible for food 
stamps Also there is extreme 
contem pt for the trib e ’s 
fragile cam psite; it is a 
f e s t e r i n g e y e s o r e and 
residents are forever asking 
that it be leveled 
Unwelcome as they may be, 
however, the Kickapoo can’t 
be barred from the U S Both 
this country and Mexico have 
granted the tribe eternal 
“ rights of passage” over the 
border 
When they cross, 
often in long caravans of an­ 
cient pickup trucks, they are 
not required to submit to any 
form alities; even Customs 
will not normally detain them. 
Once here, the Kickapoo are 
expected to observe criminal 
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laws, but not civil ones. 
Workers need no social securi­ 
ty cards, new babies are not 
recorded by the bureaucracy, 
children are not required to 
attend school. “The govern­ 
ment leaves them alone," 
says Eagle Pass welfare of­ 
ficer John Stockley, “ and 
that's how it should be.” 
Alone, the Kickapoo prac­ 
tice religious and social 
customs that date to antiqui­ 
ty. Stockley says they have a 
m onistic theology tied to 
nature “ Religion permeates 
their lives. Even when they 
build a house their religion 
tells them when to do it, how 
to do it. and w here; the 
specifics of it, however, are 
known only to them .” 
The Kickapoo keep their 
secrets for good reason. Chief 
George Whitewater says the 
tribe would deteriorate if it 
advertised. So all cermonies 
are off limits to non-Indians 
actually, whites may not visit 
Kickapoo camps at anytime 
without perm ission; also, 
mixed marriage is forbidden; 
Kickapoos must be at least 75 
per cent pure. 


The Kickapoo are not ab­ 
solutely opposed to moder­ 
nization They own vehicles, 
some wear sunglasses, and if 
electricity were available the 
tribe would no doubt be 
watching television. As for 
Chief Whitewater, he is not a 
chief but a retired Air Force 
sergeant from Kansas whose 
title is given in recognition of 
his formal education. 
And too. the Kickapoo may 
be about to undergo additional 
u p d a t i n g . 
Th e 
s t a t e 
legislature has recently 
recognized the Indians as the 
Traditional Kickapoo Tribe 
of T exas,” which m eans 
money will now be a p ­ 
propriated for their seasonal 
welfare. Some observers fear 
that regular aid will spoil the 
independence of the obscure 
people 
But for now. particularly in 
m atters of the spirit, the 
Kickapoo remain remarkably 
like their fathers. Most speak 
only Indian dialect, the tribe 
has an official shaman, and 
the old ways are iron law 
Also, says Chief Whitewater, 
the white man is kept at bay, 
because 
“If they get close, 
we will be absorbed, and if we 
become like them we’ll be 
lost.”

Indian art reveals 
unity with universe

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For too long Indian culture 
has been a c c e p t e d as 
anthropology. If anything, the 
Sacred Circles exhibit at the 
Nelson Art Gallery in Kansas 
City, Mo., brings forward a 
different concept — one of 
aesthetic appreciation. 


The exhibition is the largest 
and m ost com prehensive 
gathering of Indian art ever 
assembled It is the fruit of a 
4-year endeavor by Museum 
Director Ralph T (Ted) Coe. 
who explained “that this art 
should at last be properly 
regarded for the sake of a 
better understanding among 
p e o p le s 
h a s been 
th e 
overriding purpose of this ex­ 
hibition. 


The Indian looks at his en­ 
vironment as though he were 
a part of it — not as a separate 
entity. Never could he have 
considered the land within 
which he lived a “wilderness” 
or the animals that inhabited 
the earth as “ wild.” He did 
not destroy, he propitiated 
Only now, after two centuries 
of occupancy has the white 
man begun to understand this 
as an enviable quality. Indian 
art reveals this harmony with 
the universe. 


To the Indian, the circle 
represented unity. Coe ex­ 
plained that to the Indian soul, 
the medicine wheel or the cir­ 
cle, the sun and stars alike 
had varied sim ultaneous 
a sso ciatio n s. 
He quoted 
Hyemeyohsts Storm’s recent 
book which states: “ In many 
ways this circle, the medicine 
wheel can best be understood 
if you think of it as a mirror in 
w h i c h 
e v e r y t h i n g 
is 
reflected.” The universe is 
the mirror of the people and 
each person is a mirror to 
every other person, according 
to old teachers (Cheyenne 
ancestors). 


The 
crow c a r r i e d a 
medicine ring (hide covered 
hoops) into battle. The plains 
Indian painted shields which 
were sacred circles with 
sharp pointed symbols for the 
sun, stars and the four winds. 


An Anasazi medieval clay 
pot taken from a site in 
Arizona has the design of a 
star in a circle A clay trophy 
head pot from Arkansas is in­ 
cised with a sun circle with 
the wind represented by four 
lines emanating from it. A set 
of Eskimo dishes carved from 
wood with a circle and other 
symbols painted on them. 


Circles are a prom inent 
design motif, but they are not 
the only symbols seen in this 
exhibit. The Indian was 
mystically attuned to all of 
nature, endowing natural ob­ 
j e c t s with s u p e r n a t u r a l 
powers. 


Writing in the S acred 
Circles catalogue, Coe said. 
“ In the Indian universe it was 
often easy to slip from the 
human into the animal guise 
and then return, for humans to 
impersonate the buffalo or the 
deer, and to become closer to 
animal spirits by wearing 
their hides, or thrusting them 
forward as a decorative stan­ 
dard as in the Hupa deer 
dance of northern California.” 


In the last column of this 
series on the exhibit, we’ll 
share a few of the objects 
which we found particularly 
interesting. 


And, if there’s any way you 
can see this exhibition (it 
closes June 19) you should 
plan to do so.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband does hard physical 
labor outdoors and it is 
already hot here. He comes in 
with his clothes soaked from 
sweating. I am worried that 
he may get heat stroke. Is 
there anything he can do to 
prevent it? Should he be tak­ 
ing salt tablets to prevent heat 
stroke? I’ve heard that taking 
salt helps protect you from 
the heat. 


DEAR READER — There 
is a lot of confusion about heat 
problems because heat can 
cause several different con­ 
ditions. 
H eat exhaustion is one 
severe form of failure to 
adapt to heat and work It 
may be associated with an in­ 
adequate water intake or an 
inadequate salt intake. Often 
both problems occur together 
Simple salt depletion that is 
benefited by salt tablets is 
more apt to occur in the 
worker who sweats a lot and 
drinks lots of water. When this 
happens the body temperature 
remains normal and the in­ 
dividual tends to be pale and 
clammy. These people usually 
do not complain of thirst. 
W a t e r 
d e p l e t i o n 
is 
associated with a rise in body 
temperature, usually around 
100 to 101 degrees F It does 
not get as high as it does in the 
presence of heat stroke. 
Heat strokes are associated 
with body temperatures of 104

surprised to learn that these 
are more apt to occur in older 
persons or people who are ill 
than in healthy workers such 
as your husband. It often oc­

People who do 
not have air conditioning then 
have no chance to really lose 
body heat and the build up 
leads to heat stroke. 


Remember it is not just the 
h ea t f r om the o u t s i d e 
tem perature but the heat 
generated by your own body 
that is important.

Unfortunately salt tablets 
usually cause more harm than 
good The individual with a 
water deficit will harm 
himself with salt tablets and 
this may help push him into a 
dangerous heat stroke. 
The best approach for peo­ 
ple like your husband is to be 
sure and drink plenty of water 
and use fluids that contain 
salt. Milk is a good choice. A 
quart of low-fat milk a day will 
increase the salt intake. Using 
considerable amounts of salt 
on the food will help but it 
may lead to excess salt use. In

On stage: Stale Alice and sugary Diana 


Whatever has kept Alice 
Cooper afloat all these years 
seem s to be drying up 
Cooper’s current American 
tour hit the Nassau Coliseum 
in Uniondale New York last 
week, and I found it so flimsy 
and shallow it's hard to 
believe that he ever made 
waves. He was a sad-looking 
as an empty swimming pool. 
The new Cooper show is an 
informal “best of” compila­ 
tion All his hits are warmed 
over. Even his most noted 
stage gimmicks have been 
revised, but they come off 
flat, flat, flat. 
If you’ve seen the guillotine 
routine once, that was plenty ; 
even the first time around it 
must have looked awfully 
stagey. So were the dancing 
spiders and the robot Cyclops 
(from the “Welcome To My 
Nightmare’’ show, two years 
ago), the multi-media dazzle, 
the music, and the personali­ 
tyThe show also features an 
unusual backdrop — a 30-foot 
high TV set with an mset 
screen cut in strips to allow 
Cooper to jump in and out of 
the films into live action, and 
vice versa, something which 
he and his dancers did in 
perfect synchronization, over 
and over. Perhaps they felt 
they had to justify spending 
close to a half-million dollars 
on the production, basically 
for this one good gimmick. 
But it’s ironic that on film 
or in live action, Alice never 
quite fleshes out: he’s peren­ 
nially 2-D. All the rehashed 
snake jive, the perfunctory 
misogyny, the glorification of 
death, and the cement-mixing 
soundtrack that goes with it 
have, at least in this part of 
the country, lost their box- 
office magic. It’s no secret 
that part of his camp has 
defected over to Kiss 
Alice’s (and by the way, he 
is legally Alice Cooper now) 
calculated attempt at a new 
gimmick — sincerity — has 
resulted in a new hit single for 
him, “You and Me.” But in 
performance, he ruthlessly 
threw around a limp-bodied 
woman as he sang this paean 
to working-class love, and it 
became gross parody. 
Alice’s band, no strangers 


to the Cooper repertoire, are 
kept behind the screen, oft- 
times out of sight, and left 
without introduction. They 
have been with him for a 
while, and are quite capable 
rock and rollers nonetheless. 
Heading the roll are Dick 
Wagner and Steve Hunter on 
lead guitars, Prakash John on 
b a ss, F red M andel on 
keyboards, and Whitey Gian 
on drums. In addition, Alice 
has four dancers, the featured 
hoofer being the new Mrs. 
Cooper, 2I-year-old Sheryl 
Cooper. She dances well 
enough to merit the feature 
role. Wish I could say the 
same for Mr. C’s singing. 


After a 45-minute wait 
(that’s superstar etiquette), 
Diana Ross made a glittery 
entrance onstage at the 
Forest Hills Stadium this past 
week. She immediately an­ 
nounced that she would repeat 
last year’s program from her 
Tony 
A w a r d - w i n n i n g 
Broadway theatre engage­ 
ment. 
Two things became ap­ 
parent the second time 
around . Diana Ross is a very 
lively, attractive performer; 
Diana Ross is not very deep. 
She has a style that crosses 
Las Vegas with Sesame 
Street. She looks like quite a 
slick little showgirl, going 
through her endless costume 
changes. Her voice is pure 
confectionary sugar, and 
sounds best when the least is 
demanded of it. She’s no 
modern-day Lena Home, and 
miles away from Billie Holi­ 
day. 
She is a resilient performer 
with moderate ability, but 
more than that, she has diesel 
drive and no small amount of 
ego.

"Mary, Mary, quite con­ 
trary, how does your garden 
grow?” Let me plant an idea 
in your head. If you crochet, 
here’s a bower of beauty that 
will last a lifetime. Create a 
handsome floral bouquet 
throw, that’s beautiful to 
behold, and easy enough to 
work. 


We often see interesting 
afghans. This particular 
treasure is worked in a series 
of panels, primarily using a 
quick-moving H hook. You 
work a larger center panel 
and two side panels in the 
afghan stitch, joined in a love­ 
ly lacy pattern chain loop in­ 
sert. 


The flowers — your ever- 
blooming lifetime garden — 
are an easily worked em­ 
broidery pattern. I promise 
you can do it — there is a 
clear, easy-to-follow chart 
that shows you exactly the 
count, the color and stitch. 


This afghan requires four 
colors of Bear Brand, 
Fleisher’s or Botany Machine 
Washable Winsome, or if you 
prefer you could use Bucilla 
“Wool and Shetland Wool.” 
Each are in 2-ounce balls. You 
will need 18 balls of color 
“A,” 1 ball of each for color

DEAR J.M.: It is so much 
fun to make your own design, 
which makes that afghan es­ 
pecially yours. By using graph 
paper and counting each 
square as a vertical bar of the 
afghan stitch, you can make 
up your own design. Use the 
same weight yarn for the em­ 
broidery design as you used 
for the basic piece. Work from 
left to right. Join yarn on 
wrong side in small bottom 
space that occurs after the 
vertical bar, bring needle 
through to right side, work 
across next vertical bar into 
top space occurring after that 
bar, then draw needle through 
bottom bole directly below. 
When you have worked the 
number of stitches needed in 
this manner you complete the 
stitch by forming a cross from 
right to left. If you find the 
work puckering make your 
cross stitches more loosely. 
Have fun and enjoy the 
afghan. — Judy Love. 


Caring for your ear 
Repairing water leaks 


One of the most annoying car 
problems you can encounter is a 
water leak. If you have one in your 
buggy, before you take it to a garage 
and spend your hard-earned money 
for a mechanic’s time, take a look at 
it yourself. By playing Dick Tracy, 
you may be able to repair it — 
cheaply. 


Testing for leaks can be done in a 
variety of ways. 
But probably the 
easiest and most common method is 
to use a hose with a three or four-inch 
stream of water coming out of it. To 
do the job properly, you need an 
observer, and you need to hose the car 
in an orderly sequence. 


First situate the observer inside the 
car so he or she can see the area 
where the leak is occuring. If the leak 
is in the floor, remove the carpeting 
so your observer can see the sheet 
metal. In any area of the car where 
water is suspected to be entering 
through gaps in the sheet metal, you 
must be able to see the sheet metal 
from the inside to spot the water’s 
point of entry. That means removing 
any panels or other items that may 
hinder your observer’s vision 


After the observer is comfortably 
situated, start spraying the water at 
the bottom of the area where the leak 
is occuring and work your way slowly 
upward. Always move the hose slow­ 
ly. This allows the water to penetrate 
the area and gives your observer time 
to locate the point of water entry. 


When hosing a door, windshield or 
windows, spray across the bottom 
first, then up one side, then the other 
side and finally across the top. 


Okay, let’s say your observer has 
spotted where the water is coming in. 
If the water is entering at a small hole 
or crack in the sheet metal, say in a 
seam where two pieces of metal join, 
there are a couple of good ways to fill 
the hole. 


One way is to use epoxy, either the 
kind you mix or the ribbon epoxy that 
you knead together with your fingers 
Because ribbon epoxy doesn’t run, it 
works best here. Inexpensive epoxy 
is available in auto parts supply 
stores and hardware stores. 


The other way is with a silicone 
sealant that comes in a tube, such as

because the weatherstripping has 
come unbonded in one area, you can 


bond it back to the metal again with 
weatherstripping cement, such as 
3M’s weatherstripping cement.

If weatherstripping around a door 
or trunk lid is cracked, brittle or has a 
piece missing and requires replacing, 
buy new weatherstripping at your 
dealer’s parts department. Remove 
the old from the door and glue the new

If your car is an older model, and 
water is entering through a rusted 
part of the sheet metal, and the hole is 
reasonably small, you may be able to 
repair it with one of the do-it-yourself 
body kits now available in many auto 
parts stores, hardware stores and 
stores with auto departments.

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Mind your money 
Buying a home 
by Peter Weaver 


If you or any member of your fami­ 
ly has been toying with the idea of 
buying a home — you’d better not put 
it off too long. 
Prices for new homes are rising at 
an alarming rate and show no signs of 
letup. Waiting to buy could price you 
right out of the market. 
Recent 
figures show that new home prices 
are going up at a 10 to 12 per cent an­ 
nual rate compared with an 8 to 10 per 
cent rate just a couple of years ago. 


On top of the price problem, the 
mortgage market is tightening up. 
Demand for home loans is way up 
while inflow of new savings to supply 
the loan money has dropped. 
Mortgage rates are up a notch or two 
this summer and are expected to take 
a sizable jump up next year when 
money is expected to be tight. 
The outlook for mortgage money in 
1978 is not bright. 
Money will be 
harder to get which means you’ll be 
paying higher interest rates and mak­ 
ing bigger down payments. 
The 
lenders will be more selective. 
So what’s a young family to do? 
Michael Sumichrast, chief economist 
for the National Association of Home 
Builders, gives this advice: 
“ Look for an older home further out 
(or further in) that needs con­ 
siderable fixing up. Live in the home 
for three to five years and put a lot of 
your own work into improving the 
home. If you select a transitional 
neighborhood that is making a com­ 
eback you can make quite a profit on 
your home when you sell ... and this 
money can be put into a better home 
in a better location.” 
Young families, especially those 
where both husband and wife are 
working, really need the tax break 
you get from home ownership (deduc­ 
tions on loan interest payments), but 
they can’t afford the $2,000 to $3,000 
downpayment. 
“ Here’s where the young couple’s 
parents come in,” says Sumichrast, 
explaining that one out of four young 
home buyers are getting the down 
payment money their parents. 
Sumichrast suggests that parents of 
future home buyers change their sav­ 
ings emphasis from education to 
housing. By encouraging the young to 
participate in paying for their own 
education through work-study or 
cooperative programs, the parents 


can build up a savings fund to cover 
future down payment on a home. 
Condominiums are often less expen­ 
sive and sometimes require little or 
no down paym ent. 
But, says 
Sumichrast, “ condominiums do not 
appreciate in value as fast as single, 
detached 
homes 
or 
even 
townhouses.” 
Condominiums, says Sumichrast, 
are appreciating from zero to five per 
cent a year, townhouses five to ten 
per cent, and single, detached homes 
ten to fifteen per cent a year. 
Why parents loan or give money to 
their children to make the downpay­ 
ment on a home, they should attach 
some strings to the deal. They should 
insist that the home be selected with 
the help of a good realtor, one who 
comes recommended from several 
lenders or others in the business. 
When a home has been selected for 
price and potential growth in value, it 
should be checked out by a profes­ 
sional appraiser (who also comes 
recommended from a savings and 
loan or bank). 
Then, before any deal is considered, 
even the signing of a simple “ earnest 
money” paper, a lawyer should be 
con suited to make sure the young 
home buyer gets the best, possible 
contract.

A. For someone who is interested 
in. say, medicine, law, accounting or 
engineering but doesn’t have the 
money or the time to go through the 
necessary training to become a full- 
fledged professional, the para profes­ 
sional route can be attractive. 
In some cases you can qualify for a 
para professional job after two years 
training at local community colleges 
and you can get on the job training 
which may count toward your degree. 
In some types of paraprofessional 
work, you get jobs that professionals 
used to do and you free them for 
other, higher-level tasks. In other 
jobs, you may be doing clerical work 
The best opportunities lie where 
there is a strong demand for profes­ 
sional services such as in medicine, 
accounting and some engineering 
fields. 
Some caveats: 
Check to see if 
there are local job openings before 
you sign up for any para professional 
training. And, remember, many para 
professionals are locked into their 
jobs without having a chance to move 
up the ladder to the full professional 
category.

Amie Kantrowitz was so 
ashamed of his homosexuality 
that when he decided to kill 
himself, before writing his 
suicide note, he collected in­ 
criminating gay magazines 
from various hiding places in 
his apartment and stashed 
them in a neighbor’s garbage 
can. 
Kantrowitz sliced up both 
wrists, but miraculously miss­ 
ed the artery. And so he lived 
to write “Under the Rain­ 
bow,” a candid and touching 
account of “growing up gay” 
— one of the many new books 
by homosexuals who seem to 
be flocking to the typewriter 
as fast as they can flee the 
closet. 
From the time he was a 
small child, Arnie knew he 
was a homosexual — a fact he 
didn’t dare reveal to his fami­ 
ly until almost two decades 
later. In between came hor­ 
mone shots, boxing lessons, 
psychoanalysis, two suicide 
attempts, agonizing attempts 
to love a wom an, and 
degrading trips to the Port 
Authority’s m en’s room 
where quickies were con­ 
ducted in the stalls. 
Even in the most loving of 
homes, growing up in Newark, 
N.J. during the ’40s — fat, 
friendless, and effeminate — 
wouldn’t have been easy. For 
Arnie Kantrowitz, it was pure 
hell — living with parents he 
describes as “ Freudian 
classics,” a father who failed 
the bar exam and so became a 
laundry truck driver and a 
mother who never forgave 
him for it. 
Ann Kantrowitz (bom Han­ 
nah) fantasized fervently 
about finding “Mr. Right,” 
about escaping her dreary 
home and prospects for the 
romantic bliss advertised in 
the Hollywood potboilers of 
the period. 
What she didn’t know was 
that her esco rt to the 
neighborhood movie house 
shared her fantasies of finding 
Mr. Right. As Arnie recalls, 
“What would I have given to 
be Merle Oberon, dying 
perfectly in Olivier’s arms? 
. . . I wanted Rhett Butler to 
sweep me away from Atlanta 
ablaze; I wanted Heathcliff

UNDER THE RAINBOW: QROWINQ UP QAY by Arnie Kantrowitz 
(Morrow, 255 pages, $8.95.) 


BY HER OWN ADMISSION: A LESBIAN MOTHER’S FIGHT TO 
KEEP HER SON by Gifford Guy Gibson (Doubleday, 276 pages. 
$8 95.) 


“I was tripping on acid in a 
strange man’s bed when they 
came to tell me my mother 
was dead.” And so ends this 
tortured relationship. 
Unfortunately, so also ends 
much of the book’s value and 
interest. When Kantrowitz 
shifts the focus from his past 
to his present he loses 
perspective and humor. His 
descriptions of in-fighting in 
the Gay Activists Alliance are 
tedious. His descriptions of 
dreams and drug trips are 
even more tedious. And his 
descriptions of masochistic 
relationships with various un­ 
worthy men are not only 
tedious, but also depressing. 
If growing up gay in New 
Jersey was tough, growing up 
gay in Texas was even 
tougher. Mary Jo Risher, 
whose sad story Gifford Gib­ 
son tells in “By Her Own Ad­ 
mission,” learned early to 
keep her sexual preferences 
to herself. She even married 
and had two children. 
When the marriage broke up 
in 1971, Mary Jo got custody of 
her two sons. In 1973 she set 
up housekeeping in a Dallas 
suburb with her lover Anne 
Foreman and Anne’s eight- 
year-old daughter. Shortly 
thereafter, Mary Jo’s husband 
Doug sued for custody of the* 
younger boy, charging that 
nine-year-old Richard Risher 
was being raised in an im­ 
moral (i.e. homosexual) at-

sobbing on my grave.” 
Suspecting her so n ’s 
homosexuality, Mrs. Kan­ 
trowitz pushed him into 
summer athletic camps, tor­ 
tured him with tales of 
“queers” beaten to a pulp by 
outraged classmates, and 
dragged him to a doctor who 
assured her that Arnie was 
normal, and angrily asked 
her, “Do you want him to be a 
street-corner hooligan? He’s 
sensitive and intelligent.” 
His mother remained un­ 
convinced. Years later, Amie 
rejected her warning — 
“You’d better give up this 
nonsense before it’s too late to 
get married . . . You’re fat 
and you wear glasses and soon 
you’ll be bald and no one will 
want you.” — and continued 
his secret, silent meetings in 
seedy 
hotels 
with 
businessmen, often family 
men. 
After Amie moved to 
Christopher Street in 
Greenwich village, he came 
out of the closet with a 
vengeance — trading in his 
shapeless tweeds for skintight 
T-shirts and jeans and a jum­ 
ble of jewelry, his scholarly 
activities for gay activism, 
his quiet, clandestine life for 
gay parades and picket lines 
and even an appearance on the 
Jack Paar show (in response 
to which his relatives revoked 
an invitation to the family 
Passover seder.)

In 1975, a jury of 10 men and 
two women agreed with Doug, 
awarding him custody of his 
son.

Either Gibson should have 
waited until after the appeal 
or he should have written a 
magazine article instead of a 
book. Both courses would 
have forced him to cut the 
junk. 
But, still, even the author’s 
flatulent prose can’t keep the 
book’s message (colossal ig­ 
norance about homosexuality) 
from struggling through. 
When Mary Jo calls a promi­ 
nent Dallas attorney who 
she’s considering asking to 
represent her, he tells her 
she’s lucky her children are 
boys. “ Why?” she asks. 
“You’re a lesbian and the 
woman you live with is a les­ 
bian. And a daughter grows up 
and gets to be a teenager and 
who knows, your daughter 
might look good to you and 
look good to the woman you 
are with.” 
After hanging up, Mary Jo, 
who within the year would 
lose her son, her savings, her 
job, and come close to losing 
her sanity, realized she should 
have asked him if his teenage 
daughter looked good to him.
